New York, March 27.—An interview 
with ex-Gov. Seymour on tha political out¬ 
look at his home, in Utica, yesterday, ap¬ 
pears in this evening’s Mail and hXipres*, 
in the course ot which be said: 

“It will be a confused campaign up to the 
time of the nominating conventions, and 
then a hot and spirited one. Speculation 
would be well nigh bll© at this time. There 
are many side Issues and elements that are 
liable, in a Presidential campaign, to exert 
influences almost as potent as those growing 
out cf the main Usuim." 

“Wlmt do you regard as likely to be the 
main issues iu the coming campaign?*' 

••They may l>x*oine bebigged m the lateral 
issues 1 refer to, and nlmoet lost in tho 
warmth of personal partisanship for candi¬ 
dates. But the two great topics of tho dav 
are our carrying trade and tariff, and with 
regard to the la»t I atn not well informed; 
but 1 think it is to excite great interest in tho 
future, and it threatens to divide, with re¬ 
gard to it, tho Western from the Eastern 
States/' 

“Whom do you now regard as the most 
available candidate in your party for Presi- 
dontal nomination f" 

“1 may not answer that with as much 
discrimination as though I had not for two 
years been a recluse from active life. Many 
of the nnrnes spoken of at present belong to 
men who are comparatively new to me. 
They have come upon the political horizon, 
in many instance-, since I was active in the 
field." 

"Do you believe that Tildon would accept 
the Democratic nomination if it were ten¬ 
dered hiraf" 

There was a quick expression of uncertain 
meaning on Mr. Seymour's face for nu in¬ 
stant at this question. 

"I don’t know whether be would or not," 
he replied. 

"You mean that you have no personal 
knowledge on that point.'” 

"No; no personal information as to wheth¬ 
er Mr. Tllden would or would uot accept." 

"Then I will ask if you regard his nomina¬ 
tion as a wise one?" 

"Yes, I do. I would bo understood os 
believing Mr. Tildcn's nomination would be 
awisooue."

"Well, a wise one. I believe it would be 
wise to choose Mr. Tildcn a & a nominee for

"So you believe it would be a physical 
possibility for Mr. Tildcn to discharge the 
duties And sustain the strain of the Presiden¬

Washington, March 27.—If anything 
could have put new life into the Whisky Bill 
after the Hove re blows it received on Tuesday 
and yesterday, tho *peech of Mr. Blackburn 
to-day iu clu&ing tho debate was well calcu¬ 
lated to achiovo that result, it was a most 
forcible and well considered off or t, dealing 
with tho question from a purely business 
standpoint ami givingjmany excellent reasons 
why the bill should pass. It gow for the say¬ 
ing that tbo speech was admirably deliv¬ 
ered, for Mr. Blackburn is ono of tho 
best speakers iu the House, and always com¬ 
mands close and undivided attention from 
both sides of tbo cbnnilwr. To-day ho even 
surpassed himself in the honest fervor that 
ho felt, in a measure, cf tho justice und fair¬ 
ness of which ho was thoroughly convinced 
and in which his constituency and, indeed, 
his whole State were materially interested.- 
There were nmuy bright passages in tho 
speech, although it dealt so lutimalely with 
u plain and prosaic proposition. 

Mr. Randall bad prouounccd the whisky 
buniness a monopoly, which the internal 
revcuue system fostered, and fur that 
reason, among others, ho said, Uo opposed 
the bill. "If that is true." said Mr. Black¬ 
burn, "it is the first monopoly that has 
failed to find io the geullemun from Penn¬ 
sylvania a champion on this floor." 

Mr. Randall wan not in his seat to receive 
tho shot, but it was nono the less ap¬ 
preciated by tho House. But the bill 
was already doomed and nothing could 
save it. Up to a certain point 
iu tho discussion tho House mromeJ to 
bear with it with an interest that was most 
encouraging to its friends; but after Gov. * 
Loug’s speech on Tuesday, m opposition to 
tho bill, hope began to fail, and after Mr. 
Hewitt’s extraordinary outburst on yester¬ 
day, it entirely died out. After that tho 
only question was ns to tbo size of the ad¬ 
verse majority. But there was no sort of 
prepfiraliou for the majority that was given, 
which buried tho bill entirely out of all reach 
or hope of resurrection. 

The confidence of the exposition in their 
pow*r to kill the measure was so great that 
they could baldly wait for tho proper occa¬ 
sion to demons tralo* it. Mr. Blount was on 
his foot moving to strike out the enacting 
clause before it was in orek*r to do so. Ho 
only had to wait until tiie bill was read, when 
bo renewed his motion and it was put. 
TelLni were appointed, and Mr. ftaudall 
walked up and down tho aisles lifting up both 
hands and "shooing" his folio wore to their 
f *v-t, as though they had been a 
lot of lazy chickens -quattiug ou 
tho ground. They all got up ubodiently and 
instautly and tiled between the tellers in 
numbers sufficient to settle the question for 
good, and tho vote stood 131 yeas and 87 
nays. 

The yeas a*:d noyn w'ero then demanded, 
and, being taken, showed tho astounding 
result of 18B yeas and 83 nays. Even the 
Randall meu were surprised at this vote, 
ami it may be easily imagined how greatly 
surprised the friends of tho bill were.

MB. VEST, OF MISSOURI, RIDICULES THE 

riOUBEn PRESENTED BY HR. BLAIR IN 

BIS EDUCATIONAL BILL.

Washington, March 27.—There was an¬ 
other long debate on tbo Educational Bill in 
the Senate to*tlay. 

Wade Hampton, in a speech in support of 
tbo measure, regretted tiiat ho was in oppo¬ 
sition to bis colleague (Butler), who yester¬ 
day made an eloquent and powerful argu¬ 
ment against it. 

Vest, of Missouri, threw a little spirit into 
the discussion by a sarcastic criticism of 
Blair’s figures as to tto© illiteracy exist¬ 
ing in large cities. Out ufi a school 
population of 100,000, Blair ftad credited 
St. Louis with 50,000 children growing up 
in a heathenish state of ignorance and vice, 
and Vest ridiculed this showing. “If that is 
correct,” exclaimed ho, “sign posts should 
be put \ip at St. Louis warning the stranger 
against entering into the city. But the only 
illustration of the adage that misery loves 
company is found in the city of Chicago. 
[Laughter.] Tbo principal city of Illinois 
is given over to a couditlou worse 
than that of any of the ancient cities whero 
corruption aud vice ran riot. According to 
the figures of the Senator from New Hamp 
shire, 57 per cent, of the children of Chicago 
never attend school. I can understand now 
the remark of one of the District Commis¬ 
sioners who came from that city, who said 
that he was afraid to go to a depot after V) 
o’clock at night without currying a pistol. 
[Laughter.] But whon wo come to 
Cincinnati, then the appalling dark¬ 
ness which overwhelms St. l^ouis 
ami Chicago becomes, in comparison, 
like the uoonday sun. Tho Senator declarers 
that more than* 40,000 children in Cincin¬ 
nati are growing up in ignorance os dense os 
that in the jungles in Africa.” 

Mr. Vest went on to show tbit Mr. Blair 
bad made erroneous calculations, aud had 
counted os children of the school ago infants 
muling and puling in their nurse's 
anus. • If there was any thing of 
which Missouri was justly proud, it 
was her common-school system, 
and he undertook to say that tho common 
school system of Boston, which claimed to be 
the center of literary culture and advanced 
civilization, was not superior, or even equal, 
to that of 8t. Louis. 

Mr. Blair admitted that his figures had got 
mixed in the heat of debate. 

Senator Ben Harrison sent an amendment 
to the Clerk's desk limiting the appropriation 
to $5,000,000 annually for five years, the 
money to be used only in State* having ail 
illiteracy of 10 per cent, and upward. 

The debate ration until 4:30, when the 
Senate wont into executive session.

The 
Mormons would doubtless be very glad to 
destroy the man who tts Governor of Utah 
TeTritury has so courageously attacked their 
vicious system, but they will not be gratified 
at tbo result of their present attempt. The 
gentleman they are pursuing stands too high 
in the unqualified confidence and respect of 
thw country to make it possible for such a 
squad to down him. 


iVKH'S NOTES. 

OOV. MURRAY IN THE HOUSE—APPLICANTS 
FOR SEED—APPROPRIATIONS—CONFIRMA¬ 
TIONS. 

l/fpeclnf to the Courier-Journal. I 
Washington, March 27.—Gov. |!li H. 
Murray, of Utah, wo* on the floor of the 
House to-day and received a great deal of 
attention. 

Although the regular supply has been dis¬ 
tributed, urgent requests for seeds are still 
pouring in to Congressmen. Commissioner 
of Agriculture Loring is much disturbed at 
the state of affairs, aud fears that in a few 
years time tho General Government will be 
expect'd to furnish seed for every farm, 
garden and flower bod in tho country. 

Ihe River and Harbor Committee have 
nearly completed the consideration of the 
proposed River and Harbor Bill. It is un¬ 
derstood that tho aggregate of the bill will 
not exceed $ll,000,000. The principal 
Items will be appropriations for tho Missis¬ 
sippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers, and the 
great harbors on the Atlantic, Faciflc, lako 
and gulf coasts. To the Mississippi and 
it* tributaries about $5,000,000 will proba¬ 
bly be appropriated. The committee has not 
yet decided what port of that amount 
shall be expended upon the Mississippi 


itself. Members of^ho House are being in¬ 
vited before tbo commiittee to mako such 
statements as they nee proper concerning 
improvements in their respective districts 
nud States. The bill will bo reported to the 
House not later than April 20. 

Keuators Ingalls, Sawyer, Jones, of Flori¬ 
da, and Manderson, with their families, left 
Washington this morning for a pleasure trip 
to Jacksonville, Fla. They were accom¬ 
panied by Sergeant-at-Arms Cauaday, of 
the Senate. _ _ 

Tho House Committee on Post-offices and 
Post-roads have decided, soven against four, 
to recommend the passago of a bill providing 
that all letter-carriers at frew-delivery 
offices bo entitled to a kave of absence of 
14 davs each vwir, without lv« of pay, upon 
tho same condition now granted employes 
of the Post office Department. 

The House Coujinitttee on Public Lands 
has agreed to report a bill autnorizlng the 
patenting of lands to contesting settlers 
within the limits of Magnelamos ranche, ou 
the Western Pacific railroad. The land is iu 
California, and embraces 45,000 acres. 

Confirmations—Medical Director Francis 
M. Gunnell to be Surgeon General of tho 
Army: Robert F. Clayton, of Georgia, to bo 
Consul at Kara. 

A committee consisting of Senators Platt 
and Sewell, Representative Phelps and Mes¬ 
srs. Kichardsou, Cheney and Lyle, represent¬ 
ing the interests of the manufacturers of 
silk, waited on the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury to-dav, and protested against any reduc¬ 
tion of the duty on silk trimmings for hat*, 
which under tiie roceut opinion of the At¬ 
torney .General are only dutiable at twenty 
per cent., whereas all other silk is dutiable at 
fifty per cent. 

During Hi® first eight monlbs of the 
present fiscal year the internal rovonue re¬ 
ceipts were $7b,000,H2u, a decrease of $18.- 
451.2t50 compared with the corresponding 
period of 1883. The aggregate receipts for 
rebruary were $2,030,8f»’i less than Febru- 
urv, 1883. 

The Treasury Department to-day pur¬ 
chased 340,000 ounces of silver for delivery 
at the New Orleans, Philadelphia and 8au 
Francisco mint*. 

The Committee on Banking and Curroncy 
in considering tbo propriety of so nmonding 
the National bank laws that examinations 
may lie matte inoro frequently, and tho Di¬ 
rectors be held to accountability for irregu¬ 
larities This is tho outgrowth of tho failure 
of the Pacific National Bunk, of Boston. 

The llout .0 Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds have agreed to recommend the 
erection of public buildings at Parkersburg, 
Vv. Va., to cost $50,000; St. Joseph. Mo., 
$75,000; Fan Antonio. Texas, $100,000. 
Additional appropriations of $75,000 for tho 
public building at Fort Wayne, lnd., and 
$300,000 for tho public building at Detroit 
are also recommended. 

The Secretary of State, acting on infor¬ 
mation received from tho Secretary of the 
Treasury, hat notified the I'nited States Con¬ 
suls at ail the principal emigration ports of 
Europe, that the trade dollars in largo quan¬ 
tities is being purchased in Now York for ex 
port for the supposed purpose of putting 
them 'iff at par ou emigrants about to 
embark for this cauntrv. The Secretary 
suggests that the Consuls do all in their 
power to prevent emigrants to the United 
States from being imposed upon in regard to 
the real value of the trade dollar, and tako 
such measures as ueeessary for their protec¬ 
tion in this respect. 

The Committee on Public Health held a 
meeting to-day, and decided to irmke on 
early report ontbo quarantine question. It 
is not believed the existing regime will bo 
disturbed.

UTAH'S PROTEST 

▲GAINST LEGISLATION WHICH ITS LEGISLA¬ 
TIVE ASSEMBLY DEEMS UNJUST AND 

HARSH. 

Washington, March 27.—In tne memo¬ 
rial of the Legislative Assembly of Utah, 
presented to the Senate to-dav. the memo¬ 
rialists state that thoy were elected by the 
people of the Territory under tbo provisions 
of tho Edmunds Bill, and thoy have made 
provision for filling the registration and 
•-lection office* of the Territory as authorized 
by that law, but their action has been ren¬ 
dered void by tho refusal of the Governor 
to sign their Dill, aud in rousequence of that 
refusal one object* of the Edmunds Bill has 
beon frustrated and tho interests of tho peo¬ 
ple of Utan jeopardized. They also state 
that other bills needful to the progress of the 
Territory have been nullified by the Govern¬ 
or. Measures have been hit reduced in 
Congress looking to exreme, and as thoy 
consider, harsh and unjust notion toward 
the people of the Territory, and these meas¬ 
ures \fxte been pr« minted by untruthful 
statements made to Congress, nud by a mis¬ 
understanding at the facts aud the political 
situation of the Territory.

THE SENATE. 

MEMORIALS PRESENTED PROTESTING AGAINST 
THE PASSAGE OF ANY ACT INJURIOUS TO 
PATENTEES. 

Washington. March 27.—The CHAIR laid be¬ 
fore the Senate a memorial of the Convention of 
American Inventors, in session at Cincinnati, 
protesting against the p:vs*a;:e of any act Injuri¬ 
ous to the Interests of patentees. 

Mr. LOOAN presented a hiruliar memorial from 
a large number of inventors. 

Mr. VEST presented a memorial from the Leg¬ 
islative Assembly of Utah protesting against the 
passage of the measures now pending before 
Congress, or any measures affecting the Interest 
of that Territory, without full inver-tigaiiou by a 
Congressional oormuitleo. Referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Territories. 

Mr. MILLER (Gal » repotted favorably from 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, with an amend¬ 
ment. n joint resolution authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to wTer a reward of yNi.OoO for se¬ 
curing or ascertaining the fate of Iho Greely ex¬ 
pedition. 

A resolution wn# agreed to directing the Com¬ 
mittee on Library to inquire into the expediency 
of printing the > tlldul letters and paper* of the 
late President James Monroe. 

The Senate passed tho bill to provide for the 
payment of ten claims for depredations com¬ 
mitted by tho Ute Indians at the tune of the 
tnosacre at the White-river agency in 1879 The 
number of persons Included In the hill Is eleven 
and the amount about $1,500. of which $776 Is 
for Mrs. Meeker and $400 for Miss Josephine 
Meeker, now dead. The money paid in satis¬ 
faction of claims la to be refunded to the United 
Mates by taking the amount out of any uiouey 3 
In the Treasury due the Utes.

Authorizing the Secretary of War to examine 
tho claims of Thos. J. Miller, of Washington Ter¬ 
ritory. for the seizure and sinking of Ids ferry¬ 
boat on the Columbia river by armed forces of 
the Untied States to prevent tut use by hostile 
Indians during the Bannock war in IH78.

A bill authorizing the l ourt of Claims to grant 
a rehearing in the case or Chau. P. Chouteau, of 
Missouri, for delay and extra expens? caused by 
the Gover tiuteni in budding an irou-olad during 
Uio war. 

A bill to repay the State of Georgia 929,507. 
money advanced for the defence of her frontiers 
agamst the Indians from 1795 to 1816. and not 
heretofore repaid. 

Tin- Senile t*H,k up the Education Bill, and 
Mr. HAMITON addre-sed the Senate in its fa¬ 
vor. No one, he said, could have a higher Ap¬ 
preciation than ho of the heroic courage, sub¬ 
lime fortitude, silent patience and unflinching 
adherence to the right which his State lmd 
manifested during the time when bad ui« nAvere 
throttling her to deAth. llut she had secured 
her place again where she had one® been, among 
the great sisterhood of free and sovereign States. 
Knowing and appreciating all this, he *ympi%- 
third fuliv with tno ringing words in which hi* 
colleague had recounted the efforts of his State 
in the cause of education lie animadverted 
with great severity on “th carpet-bag regime in 
South arolina," characterizing it as a |>eriod 
when fraud, corruption, vice and crime ran riot 
throughout the State. The public schools of tins 
State, he said, e st more than twice A* much as 
the administration of the State government, 
and those schools, maintained at so much 
cost, were open to all alike, uo distinction being 
made on account of race or color. Might he uot 
ask what State could moke a better showing than 
South Carolina under difficulties that might well 
have appuiltd the most sanguine and courage 
ou»> A* an instance of magm.lceut municipal 
achievement Mr. Hampton cited Charleston, 
which had spent on lU schools one-third more 
than th* prosperous and classical city of Boston, 
and did this while pressed down with a debt of 
fi5,000.nOO. But after oil this was told, and after 
hearing all the facts which had been so ably and 
eloquently presented by his distinguished col¬ 
league. he (Mr. Hampton.' had lieeu obliged to 
come to a comlusiori directly opposite that 
reached by his colleague. lie had no 
doubt there were 250,000 children of the age 
of from 10 to 10 In the State requiring educa¬ 
tion, and this could not he given them at less 
than $5 per capita annually. This would involve 
the expenditure of $1,250,000 The amount 
thus far annually spent on tho schools hud been 
$1)00,000. How was the State to raise the in¬ 
creased sum in her present exhausted condition. 
In the face of ail the facts the people of South 
Carolina wero authorized to ask the aid of thu 
General Government in behalf of those whom 
. the Government had inndo citizens and adopted 
as Its wards No Government would discharge 
Iu duty to its citizens that did not secure them 
au education. In oruer ttmi the destinies of this 
grand republic should be properly directed, we 
should see to it that the ignorant and 


illiterate among our population were prepared 
properly to assume the grave reaponslbllilies that 
rent upon them, rotne Senators had expressed a 
fear thru the Southern States would not honestly 
apply the funds granted. The charge he deemed 
unworthy to be noticed by a Southern man. He 
would rely upon the statements of Northern 
men. men whose words should hove weight before 
the Senate, to show how unfounded the accusa¬ 
tion wax Mr. Hampton then quoted from the 
reports and addresses of Rev. i*r. Mayo, of Bos¬ 
ton. amt Hon. J. H. Smart. Superintendent of 
the Public School* of Indiana, testifying t- thu 
extraordinary energy and progress shown iu the 
matter of education in the South, Dr. Ma.vo say¬ 
ing that never within any ten yean* In the hiatorv 
uf the world had so heroic and persistent an of • 
fort bean made for education as within the MU 
ten years in the Southern States, and thh effort 
included in It* benefit* the children of both 
races. 

Mr. PUGH supported the bill. 

Mr. VEST opposed If. and criticised the statis¬ 
tics compiled from Uie census, which luul been 
furnished by Mr Blair on a former occasion to 
show the great extent of illiteracy, which statis- 
ties, Mr. Vest said, seemed to include children 
under five year<. ‘ Infanta mew ling and puking in 
their nurse's arms. " He read from Ihe figures 
quoted by Mr Blair, showing the Illiteracy In St. 
Louis. Chicago and other cities, and denied they 
were correct. 

.Mr CALL supported the measure on constitu¬ 
tional irn.unds 

Mr HARRISON said it seemed to be conceded 
that If there w ere any obligation existing for tho 
proposition in this hill .it was because of tho 
emancipation of the slaves. Yet we were dis¬ 
tributing this money all over thu Union. Even to 
States whose Senators told ns they were able to 
tako care of their own children. We should ap¬ 
ply tite planter to the wound, and not wrap up 
the whole body. He would therefore move an 
amendment that aid should go only to States 
which should have uot less than 10 per cent, of 
illiteracy and prescribing that the Mate aasvas- 
tnent for education should not bo lessened by 
reason of the aid given by the bill. 

After the Executive sessiou the Senate ad¬ 
journed. _ 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


THE DERATE ON THE BONDED EXTENSION 
BILL CLOSED, A VOTE TAKEN AND THE 
MEASURE DEFEATED BY A LARGE MA¬ 
JORITY. 


WashISOTOK, March 27.—The morning hour 
wan dispensed with, uttd the House went Into a 
Committee of the Whole, with Mr Dorshcimer 
in the chair, ou the Bonded Extension Bill. 

Mr RANDALL spoke in opposition to it. Tbe 
pending measure was of graver consequence 
than any considered at Ibis session, and if any 
gentleman supposed that only the parlies directly 
interested were watching the progress of the 
bill be would discover, when perhaps too late, 
that lie w.** ignorant of the sentiments and 
wishes of the people. The legislation had been 
in the direction of making the manu¬ 
facture of whisky In this country a monopoly. 
Ho said this with no disrespect to the gentlemen 
engaged in tbe prod notion of whisky, but he con¬ 
sidered this monopoly a dangerous factor in 
public affairs. If he could relieve thu dis¬ 
tillers by the repeal of the tax In toto. 
or by a partial repeal, be would do so. What he 
feared from the pending measure was tiiat it 
tended to make a |M-rinaueut internal revenue 
system. Ho abhorred the syatein, and stood 
against ita continuance any longer than could be 
hvl|wd, ami any act of legislation likely to 
iierpeLiJut* it he fell It his solemn duty to resist, 
lie regarded the bill as class legislation. Similar 
rentons for relief might be urged by any other 
business, and if relief were right and granted in 
one case, why not in all? Believing the bill 
wrong in principle, vicious in practice, unwise in 
every respect, he had steadily resisted even its 
discussion. For reasons given and many ottiers 
he wa- more anxious to reach a vqUj than to dis¬ 
cuss thu question. 

Mr BLACKBURN, In making the closing aruu- 
ment in support of the bill, deprecated any dis¬ 
cussion founded on prejudice on one hand or 
sympathy ou thu other. He did not thiuk tbe 
speeches in opposition had been entirely fair. 
'1 he gentlemen had sought to invade the sacred 
precincts of the committee-room and give to the 
House their crude ideas, couched in ouopiciou as 
to how tho Gill ever came before the House. Pic 
lures have been drawn of the minority picking It 
up iu their arms and bringing it into the House 
iu tbo face of the opposition of the majority. If 
the gentleman from Arkansas (Mr. Putini wero 
familiar with the rules of tho House be would not 
need to be reminded tiiat gentlemen should not 
invade the commlttoe-room. Th« Record showed 
tiiat the bill came here fairly. The Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means was tne one 
on whom, if any one, criticism would fall. He 
ha«l reported the bill, saying be was Instructed 
by the committee to do so. He bad said it was 
not a unanimous report, though there was no 
minority report. That was the letter of the in¬ 
structions given him. and lie (Mr. Blackburn) 
hoped uo one would be prejudiced by these un¬ 
warranted feelings which unwarrant:*d sus 
picion had prompted. Passing then to 
the more direct advocacy of the bill 
he argued that iu common Justice and fairness 
Congres* should grant the relief asked, for tho 
Government would not lose a single penny, and 
its financial condition was such that it did not need 
the money Involved, and he submitted lo.busines* 
men. to practical law maker*, that no objection 
could be reasonably lodged again*: the petition 
of these people. It had been said tiiat the pass¬ 
age of the bill would result in the repeal of the 
internal revenue system. The geutleinaii from 
New York (Mr. Hewitt) no doubt spoke from bis 
honest conviction, but he spoke for himself 
alone, aud no other man who spoke In sup¬ 
port of tile measure had views similar to 
ttii! The fear that the tax WOfctld '**• 
repealed had led certain gentlemen to oppose the 
bill. What was the power they were HI raid of? 
The Congress of tbfc United Mates? The tax 
would never be remitted unless it was done by 
tin* men who eat here. He could not see why the 
bill should be rejected, except by tiie dictation of 
prejudice and fanaticism. Would the Govern¬ 
ment force a maker of whisky to export his 
goods? Who would be benefited? Tiie largo 
holders who bad capital to meet the expenses of 
transportation. White the poor and small hold¬ 
ers would become the victims of forced sales 
Was there falmew* or logic In that proposition? 
He wai no advocate of the repeal of the Internal 
revenue .system. There had never been 
ou anathema or curse Against that system 
which had been too bitter for bim to 
repeat, but it wn* here, and it was a choice be¬ 
tween evils whether he would repeal that system 
or vote to revise tiie rariff. He was not an advo¬ 
cate of free whisky; he was not an advocate of 
tiiat policy which would flood the American mar¬ 
ket with cheap whisky in order that the country 
might be treated to whisky at 5 cents a drink 
and wilt and sugar at 5U cents a pound. 'Die 
gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. Randall) had 
said the course of whisky legislation had been in 
the interest ot monopoly, aud that he opposed it 
because ir was u monopoly He (Mr. Blackburn) 
sincerely thanked Gi*d that, with the aid 
of a search w arrant, there* was at last dis¬ 
covered «»ne monopoly on the continent of which 
the gentleman was not the champion. He was 
delighted to find that there was one thing which 
secured the gentleman's opposition to monopoly. 
Possibly it was explained on the ground that it 
was not located in the gentleman's section. Mo¬ 
nopoly indeed' If this bill were rejected, tho 
only measure of protection which tiie distillers 
would secure would be that proUtUon which 
would be found in seeking tbe aid from foreign 
governments which their own refused to Accord 
them. He did not believe tiie bill went far 
enough. He did not think uny period of limita¬ 
tion should be fixed at all. Tiie representa¬ 
tive* of tbe whisky interest had come to Congress 
setting forth an honest case, and asking on fair 
aiitl holiest business principles to get relief. 
They might he driven away, but lie thanked God 
they would go os they came—clean-handed, the 
searching suspicions of the gentlemen iu the on- 
position to the contrary notwithstanding. He 
knew that in tin* last Congress. Messrs. Kelley, 
Randall. Herbert. Blount and Dunn had not been 
opponents of the bill. 

Mr. BLOUNT—Tbe gentleman mistakes as to 
me. 


Mr. BLACKBNRN—Did you vote agaiust tho 
Unlimited Extension LUU? 

Mr. BLOUNT —1 have not oxaruined the 

Record. 

Mr. BLACKBURN—And I have, and that Is the 
difference. 

Mr. DUNN—Mv views have never changed. 

Mr. BLACKBURN said he did not object to 
gentlemen clutngiug their views ou a question of 
great national policy. He knew they had done 
Ft from the best motives, but he submitted that 


the line should be drawn somewhere, and the 
gentlemen should not set themselves up to tdmpe 
mi l fashion the laws and sentiments of Con¬ 
gress, who shifted their convictions on questions 
of national policy with the same apparent fa¬ 
cility. if not frequency, that they were supposed 
to change their linen. 

Mr. Black burn's speech was listened to with 
great attention, and at its conchndcm he wus 
warmly applauded by his party associate*. 

The general debate having eudt-d. Mr. BLOUNT 
moved to strike out the enacting clau.se of the 
bill. Agreed to—131 to 67. 

Tiie committee then rose and reported its ac¬ 
tion to Iho House, when it was couflruiod—yeas 
185. nays 8fi, as follows:

MIXOR OLD WORLD MATTERS 


London, March 27.—Gen. Graham tele- 
graphud this morning: “Tho evening and 
night were cool. The reveille was sounded 
this morniug at 8:80, aad as quickly as pos¬ 
sible the troops got in readiness to odvnuce 
on Tamanieb. The cavalry were in front 
and the infantry followed in echelon of 
brigade squares, with guns between the 
brigades. * 1 

A later dispatch says the British advanced 
to-day to Tamanieb aud burned the village. 
The Arabs flvd. The lighting is ended. # 

A Suakirn dispatch say* tbe British forces 
began the advance on Tumanieb at 5 o’clock 
this morning. Iho firing opened nt 7:30, 
and was brisk upon both sides. The rebels 
were in larger numbers than yesterday. The 
English cavalry and mounted infantry led 
and drove the rebels from tbo rocks, dispers¬ 
ing them among the hills. There wero no 
British casualties. The loss of the rebels is 
unknown. The rebels fired on the British 
trwpers from the rocks upon tbe left. The 
cavalry dislodged them and advancod to 
within 100 yards of Tamanieb. As soon as 
Graham came up with the infantry* and guns, 
shells were thrown among the flying Arabs 
and explodedi close to them. On reach¬ 
ing Tamanieb, tho m«u aud horses 
mnde straight for the wells and 
slaked their thirst. After a bri*f 
halt, the cavalry moved out to tho rignt and 
loft of the village, in pursuit of the retreating 
toe. The village was forthwith burned to 
the ground. Gen. Graham will cxploro tho 
region in the neighborhood of tbe wells of 
Tamanieb and then return with bis whole 
force to Suakim. The campaign vs at atvond. 

A Cairo dispatch says: Col. Kitchener 
and Maj. Bundle have started from Cairo to 
co-opornte with Capt. Chermside in negotia¬ 
tions fur opening tbo rood to Berlier. Tele¬ 
graphic communication between Berber and 
Sbendy is restored. 

A Cairo dispatch rays: The authorities 
consider that Osman Digma’s retreat with¬ 
out a decisive battle leaves tiie opening of 
the Berber route unsettled. It is reported 
that Osman is now at Mewaneh Hill, a vil¬ 
lage five miles from Tamanieb. He has 
several hundred adherents, chiefly Bi<ua- 
reens from the Berber district. Gen. Gra¬ 
ham, after a reconuoisuince toward Sinkat 
and Mewaneh, will return with his whole 
force to Huakim, leaving Capta. Chermslde 
and Cameron with the friendly Sheiks, to 
negotiate term* upon which tbe trite* will 
keep the Berber road free. Goo. 
Stephenson and Sir Evelyn Baring 
urge upon the home Government the 
noce*sitv of the early withdrawal 
of all English troops from the Red »ea coast. 
Admiral Hewitt proposes that 400 marines 
bo left to guard Suakim, to be relieved every 
fortnight. It is reported that Gen. Stephen¬ 
son is in favor of garrisoning Suakim and 
Wassownh with a contingent of native Indian 
troop*, to be relieved from Bombay monthly. 
Hnssun Bey, commander at Kris»ala, hns 
seat word to Wa«owah that the Kassaia 
garrison has food aud munitions fur oue 
mouth. He asks to be relieved by an Eng¬ 
lish force. 

Gen. Graham an I tho cavalry have re¬ 
turned to Suakim. The infantry will arrive 
to-morrow. It is expected that the troops 
will embark immediately. Five hundred na¬ 
tives will soon be sent to open the Berber 
route. 

FRANCE. 

A RESOLUTION SUBMITTED TO THE CHAMBER 

OF DEPUTIES FOR A REVISION OF THE CON¬ 
STITUTION. 

Paris, March 27 — In tho Chamber of 
Deputies Barodet submitted a resolution for 
the revision of tho constitution, and demand¬ 
ed “urgency” for it. Ferry stated that the 
Government would submit a scheme for a 
revision in May. Tho Chamber rejected 
Barodet’* claim of “urgoncy.” % 

The Turkish Embassy deuie3 tho report 
that the Sultan is ill. 

The delegates of the Parisian artisans who 
visited the Boston exhibition, and other del¬ 
egates from the workingmen, have resolved 
that the French labor societies are morally 
bound to assist the striking cigar-makers of 
New York.

Prime Minister Ferry, la 
explanation and defense of tbe Govern¬ 
ment’s policy in Madagascar, said in sub¬ 
stance: “The delegates of tho Hovas, with 
whom negotiations were being conducted, 
left Paris suddenly, without paviug their 
hotel bills, just when an agreement seemed 
imminent. It i* hoped the negotiations, 
which have beon resumed, will result iu a 
treaty w hich shall guarauiee the protection 
of the inhabitant* Jf the northwestern dis¬ 
trict ui Madagascar and of tho resident 
Frenchmen. As acquisition of land by for¬ 
eigners, except Frenchmen, is tnadmriMblo, 
to raise tho questiou of sovereignty 
would involve a war to the death wirii 
the liovns, and would make necessary 
the policy of conquest. It is incumbent up¬ 
on us to be modest nud wise in order to ub- 
tuu practical retfalts. If, however, the 
pending negotiation* fail, we shall sparo no 
effort to reatice the Hovas to submission.’*

Dublin, March 27.—Tho Freeman 'k Jour¬ 
nal, which E. Dwyer Gray, M. P.. is 
editor, publishes nn interview with Parnell.

Forty thousand* 
pounds would b« a sufficient fund to cover 
the election expenses aud sooure the constant 
and efficient attendance of Irish members in 
Parliament.

HIGH WATER IN THE E&8T, 


Minneapolis, 'Minn., March 27.—Th* 
Journal's Bismarck special say*: Tho rivei 
is still rising. The gorge, from Hibley Island 
to Bismarck Landing, Hvo miles, is very 
firm. Tha Buford gorge ha* broken, and is 
coming down.

The Reauon Why the Appellate Bench PaMed it and 
Why the People Should Support 
Their Action- 


MATTERS PERSONAL AND JUDICIAL. 


| Special to the Conner • Journal ,1 
Frankfort. March 27.— Rule 19 of the 
Court of Appeals regarding petition* for re¬ 
hearing has raised a ripple among lawyers 
and law-makers it seems, but in justice to 
the distinguished Judges of the court that 
passed the rule, thc-ir statement should be 
given a fair consideration before the legis¬ 
lature "straddles the court," as was re¬ 
marked in the C’OURIEH-JournaI. the other 
day. Lawyer* are proverbial for their fine¬ 
spun theories aud arguments, and it is well 
known that justice is frequently deferred and 
sometimes defeated through the technicali¬ 
ties of the law sot forth by theso very advo¬ 
cates of justice, and to prevent the accumu¬ 
lation of cases on the docket, to give every 
case a fair hearing and a thorough 
examination of all the points of ap¬ 
peal, in other words to preclude 
a possible trifling to delay or defeat the pur¬ 
poses of tho law and the court, Rule 10, 
similar to a rule passed by the highost courts 
of ten other States, wo* passed as n measure 
of wise economy, deserving the approval of 
the people of Kentucky, notwithstanding the 
objections of tbo many lawyers practicing at 
th© bur. 

This is not written as an interview from 
any one of the Judges of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, nor has any one of them seen it; but it 
is written from a knowledge of the facts in 
the case as learned from them in various con¬ 
versations of the past. 

To further show the wisdom of thaff-ule in 
question, the following is a true copy of a 
rule passed by Missouri's highest court of 
law, viz: 

All motions for rehearing must bo forwarded 
on papers showing clearly that tome question 
decisive of the case and duly submitted by coun- 
io*l has been overlooked by the court, or that the 
.decision is In conflict with an «Xp*e«S statute, or 
with a controlling decision, to which the atten¬ 
tion of the court was not drawn, through the 
neglect or inadvertence of counsel. 

The case of Young Smith vs. Common¬ 
wealth, from bracken county, was decided 
by the Court of Appeals to-day. Judge 
Pryor delivering the opinion. Smith, with 
oilier*, was charged with aiding and a hot¬ 
ting Hrastus Cummins in the murder of 
William Myers. The crime occurred last 
September, at the bouso of Myers, when a 
dsneo was in progress, to which Cummins 
aud others bad not beeu invited. Cummin* 
was convicted and sentenced to be hung, his 
otuio ulFirmed by tho Court of Appeals, and 
to day bis jiotition for a rehearing was over 
ruled. {Smith, however, it soernn, was not 
armed, aud did not enter into the affray 
with malice aforethought, for which th* jury 
meddled the punishment to a lilo term iu tho 
penitentiary. The opinion of the Appellate 
Court to-day reverse* the judgment of toe 
lower court and grants tbo accused a new 
trial.

Tho 
Jaw wont into force hut Sunday, and tt was 
the «lrye*t day ever seen iu the i'luegra** 
cupital. One firm with a saloon below and 
a restaurant above, aud a dumb waiter con¬ 
necting them, tried to play it sharp on the 
Sunday law and came u»"grief. Th* police¬ 
man on that beat was attracted by the large 
number of people wbo wanted all of a sud¬ 
den to eat in that restaurant. Suspecting 
the dumb waiter trick, the cop stood on the 
curbstone and wrote down the names of a 
number of per»ous he knew would not lie 
under oath. Mouduy the cos© wu» called m 
tbe Recorder's Court, and the proprietors 
confessed judgmont. His Honor took $49 70 
as the city's port of th* dumb-waiter profits, 
and it is safe to say the "restaurant" will 
not run hereafter on tho Sabbath. 

There is great disappointment here over 
tho faituro of the Whisky Bill, but a is 
thought little real embarrassment will re¬ 
sult. Holders ot surplus will at once export 
to Bermuda, Bremen and other places.

Thursday, March 27.—The Western 
wheat markets were very excited and ragged 
hi early dealiugs, beginning with a heavy 
decline, and followed by a struggling and 
zigzag advance. At tbo close Chicago was 
higher than yesterday, and Bt. Louis was a 
trifle lower. Seaboard markets wore weak 
and drooping, closing iirmer, and with a 
slight recovery. It is given out tlmt large 
salas for export have been made at Chicago, 
and to this the reaction is attributed, but it 
is an open question whether it is not due 
more largely to the covering of fat short 
lines. Corn and other cereals have not ma¬ 
terially varied by the day's trading. Pro¬ 
visions were Arm and tending upward. Spot 
cotton was higher at New York and New 
Orleans, and futures gained a material ad¬ 
vance. The live stock markets were quiet 
or lower. In New York there was a sharp 
rise in coffees, while sugars were dull. In 
the oil exchanges pipe-lino certificates de¬ 
clined about :tc. 

In New York money was easy. Foreign 
exchange steady. Government 4 and 8 per 
ceuts were higher. The stock market was 
quiet and lower. 

Foreign advices indicate no important 
changes in securities or produce. 

PREJUDICE TRIUMPHANT. 

It is related on another page how the 
Willis Whilky Bill finally reached the 
period of its career in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives yesterday, and was buried be¬ 
neath 185 negative votes. The result is 
final and conclusive, aud there is for it no 
resurrection or succession. 

The decision of the question is unwise 
and unjust, but it ends tho anxiety and 
suspense which have so long paralyzed the 
whisky trade, aud it only remains to 
accept the result with composure and 
courage, and to turn to the surer resources 
of relief through their own unaided 
exertions. 

Now that the air has been cleared up 
nud the situation cau be surveyed with 
culmncs*, it tuny be seeu that the trade, ns 
well a* many of Its advocates, were led to 
exaggerate the importance and value of 
the defeated bill. It would have certainly 
been desirable to pass it, and especially so 
after the consequences of its defeat bad 
been pictured in such striking colors by its 
numerous advocates, but without general¬ 
izing at length on tills uspecl of the case, 
we will endeavor to state, with us much 
mathematical exactness as the case now 
admits of, tho differences in the position 
of the trade with und without tlmt plau of 
relief. 

In tho first place, the Willis Bill required 
the payment of 44 per cent, interest per 
auuum ou all taxes extended. Bank money 
in the Western cities will cost 0 to 7 per 
cent, interest, and in Kasturo cities less. 
In paying the tax, therefore, ns it accrues, 
the owners of whisky would use money 
which costs only 14 to 2j per cent, per an¬ 
num more time the rate which the bill 
woyld have required them to pay into the 
Treasury. 

The loss on whisky in store by leakage 
or evaporation will be the same us if the 
bill bad passed. 

All other incidents of the warehousing 
aud handling ot whisky will be tho same, 
and the only difference is in the rate of in¬ 
terest. Narrowed down to this, it becomes 
apparent that a difference of U to 21 per 
cent, is uot a uintter of viul importance. 

But the principal motive for preying 
for this measure of relief was the appro* 
tension llml tho supply of lmuU money 
accessible to the requirements of this 
•pedal trade might Dot prove to be ade¬ 
quate. For this difficulty ulso there is a 
remedy 

Whisky mny be exported In bond to 
Hamburger Bremen, and stored iis cheaply 
us in American warehouses. It can be re- 
impotted as tkimiudo urbe. and at the re 
entry it is roguugcd. The cost of trans¬ 
portation is liuht The capital required to 
cany it in foreign warehouse* will be 
about the same as If it had remained in 
bond in American warehouses under tho 
protecting cgi* of the Willis Bill. 

T..e relative value of these several inci¬ 
dents bus been carefully inquired iuto, two 
of the more important of which may be 
stated as follows. Saving in interest on tho 
deferred tax fixed by the Willis Bill at 41 
per ecu;, peranuiim. no interest on the tux 
being paid If exported, 0 per cout. for two 
years, or $3 fit) per bbl.; allowance for 
leakage, if exported and reimported, while 
no allowance was made bv the Willis Bill, 
$1 5U per bbl. These two items amount 
to $5 lu per bbl, being clear ml vantages 
to the trade as compared \yitU the system 
if the extension httd been granted. Against 
these tho only offset is the cost of trans¬ 
portation to Europe and back. Wo are 
informed that this has been carefully in¬ 
quired into, and that the freight charges 
each way would be paid by tbo items of 
saving referred to. Warehousing and iu- 
SUranee would doubtless be as cheap in 
Kurppo ns in the 1 uited States. 

Tlu; ordinary consumptive demand for 
Kentucky whiskv in equal to about two- 
tbird* of the quantity which will be forced 
out of bond in the next two years. There 
is a considerable quantity of free whisky to 
attract a part of this deinaud; but as the 
bonded whisky is far cheaper because not 
go old, it will be preferred by much the 
greater contingent of the demand. It is 
only this sort of stock which will be wanted 
by rompourtders, and will necessarily con¬ 
trol the principal outlets of trade in most 
directions. In 1884 half • »r more of the 
stocks to be freed this year will find an 
adequate consumptive demand to free it 
without compulsion. It is ouly tho re¬ 
mainder which is to bo considered in con¬ 
nection with tlio export scheme. If there 
should be any further decliuc In price, of 
course the consumptive demand will seek 
it still more freely, in competition with 
other goods, and the surplus for export will 
be reduced accordingly. 

It is important, not only to tho whisky 
people hereabouts, but to the correct infor- 
raaiioa of the country at large, that these 
fans should be understood. 

The situation will necessarily impose an 
important additional burden upon the 
money markets of the country, but there is 
no question that the load can be subdivided 
and easily carried. It nmy add to the coat 
of money to gcucral trade, but this is a re¬ 
sult which can not be avoided, and must 
be endured. 

▲ Oahu examination of the situation is, 


therefore, reassuring; and not the least im¬ 
portant result of the environment will be 
to still further reduce production, aud 
thus hasten the absorption of surplus 
stock, as well Q9 tend ultimately to appre¬ 
ciation of value. 

I |We have earnestly advocated relief to 
the trade, but have never considered the 
bill defeated yesterday as just to the 
whisky interest und as meritorious in 
some other respects as the bill for indefi¬ 
nite bonding. It was a compromise which 
promised important help not only to the 
whisky trade, but to the money market, 
and for many considerations of political 
economy it ought to have passed. It was 
honest and wise,^ and every way entitled 
to a consideration aud respect which it has 
never received. It was killed by a combi¬ 
nation of prejudice and political jugglery 
discreditable to Congress. But it is dead, 
and with wise counsels the interests in¬ 
volved may work out their own relief 
without its help.

LET IT REMAIN VACANT. 

The nomination and confirmation on 
Wednesday of Sakoent. United States 
Minister to Germany, to be Minister to 
Russia, was another result of the Lasker 
episode. 

The vicious attacks of Bismarck through 
his organs on Sargent were simply uu 
attempt to throw ou his shoulders the 
Chancellor's blunder, together with a man¬ 
ifestation of Bismarck’s spleen against the 
American Minister, occasioned by bis 
course in refusing to truckle to him and 
daring to obey and represent the United 
States Government. 

Tho vindictive attacks of Bismarck on 
Sahgknt. aud his clamors that ho should 
be recalled by this country, were as petty 
aud in os poor taste us tho action of tho 
Chancellor with reference to the Lasker 
resolutions; and President Arthur, with 
the aid of Secretary Frbmnghlyjskn and 
tho United States Senate, has met them in 
tho most effective niuuuer. 

Miniate! Sargent, however unpleasant 
his boorish treatment at Berlin may have 
been to hint personally, nmdo no com 
plaint and requested no change. Unasked 
by liiin, he is nominated to auolher mis¬ 
sion nud his nomination is ..confirmed by 
the Senate Immediately and unanimously 
without tho usual referouco to committee, 
an action which is as rare as In this case it 
is significant. 

Minister Sargent, insfrad of resigning 
or being recalled, as Bismarck demanded, 
is appointed to a mission which, in diplo¬ 
matic circles, is regarded as a promotion. 
His conduct iu tho Lasker affair Is 
thu* not only approved nud commended 
by the Government, but a forcible rebuke 
is administered to Bismarck to which he 
can uot but be keenly sensitive. Further¬ 
more, the very complimentary telegram of 
Secretary Fuelinghuyaen to Sargent, 
notifying him of his appointment, informs 
httn that *his course in the Lasker Virttter 
is approved by the President, and is so 
worded that in itself it will prove a pun¬ 
gent cup of gull to the German tyrant. 

Indeed, the conduct of Secretary Frf.- 
linghuyskn throughout this whole affair 
ha* been most admirable, llis action at 
every step 1ms beeu decisive nud dignified, 
ami he lias shown that the country cun 
fully rely ou him to maintain with proper 
spirit its in ter national relations. He has 
had the advantage of Bismarck at every 
point. Those of his owu party who have 
been in the habit of sneering at iits ad¬ 
ministration aud longing for ' one hour of 
Blaine,** can find little iu the sky-octaping 
record of the statesman front Maine to 
warrant them in the conclusion that he 
would have conducted the Lasker matter 
with more credit than has the present Sec¬ 
retary of State. 

There is some iutimatir.n that the Berlin 
mission, as the Courier Journal sug¬ 
gested some weeks ago, will be allowed to 
remain vacaut. This would be an emi¬ 
nently proper course. Bismarck refused 
to recoguize Sargent in tbo Lasker affair. 
Sargent w hs the accredited representative 
of this Government to Germany. In inten¬ 
tionally ignoring him in conducting the 
recent correspondence concerning tiie 
House resolutions, Bismarck not only 
grossly violated diplomatic usage aud 
courtesy, but flatly affronted this country. 
We can not allow him to dictate our 
foreign representatives. The Minister to 
Germany is sent to Berlin to represent this 
couutry aud uot to please personally one 
man, even though that man think himself 
nil Europe. Bismarck has turned his 
back on the Minister we chose to send; by 
all means let the office remain indefinitely 
vacant. ^______ 

THE OHIO PLATFORM. 

“TnicCoritiEH-JouitNAL sag* tbe expression la 
the Ohio Democratic platform, 'to encourage pro* 
ducllon at home and afford Jiut compensation to 
labor.* if rightly interpreted, ’means a revenue 
tariff pure and simple. ’ [CMtfe State Journal. 

“And tho Courier-Journal of recent date* pro¬ 
nounced the lurid resolution of the Ohio Demo¬ 
cratic platform a mere juggle of words, meaning 
anything or nothing. 0 — iCrMCttinaff CamMirciai 
Gazette. 

This states the case exactly. Rightly 
interpreted a demand for legislation which 
will “encourage production at home und 
afford just compensation to labor,” menus 
n reduction of all unnecessary taxation, the 
removal of all obstructions to the free ex¬ 
change of cheap commodities,, cheap raw 
mitteriiils nud thu open mmkcls of the 
world. That can not be secured by a tariff 
for protection; it has nut linen secured by 
it. The tariff oppresses labor, denies to it 
its just compensation, retards the proper 
auti symmetrical development of the coun¬ 
try, places our owu manufacturers at a 
disadvantage in every competitive market, 
and imposes all but intolerable burdens on 
the consumer. 

Tins is the plain, frank, straightforward 
Interpretation to be given to the senteuce 
under discussion, but Democrats now'need, 
mid they ^ ill demand, a platform that in¬ 
terprets itself. 

The Ohio platform was constructed to 
face both ways; it was a trap fixed to catch 
votes. Men were urged to vote with Dem¬ 
ocrats because Democracy meant tariff re¬ 
form, and because it meant a tariff for 
protection. It answered the purpose well 
enough for tho titue being, but it was in¬ 
sincere, and capable only of misleading 
the people for the time being. Put to the 
teal that verbal structure tumbled. It was 
not expected to last. To pift Into action 
the promises it contained was impossible. 

With Congress rests a different duty, it 
will by legislation interpret the Ohio plat¬ 
form; nml uot that alone, but the national 
platform of 1870 and 1880. Now the 
people will understand the meaning of 
those solemn declarations. After Congress 
has acted there will be no longer any room 
for doubt os to the intentions of the party, 
its purposes, its future course. Actions 


need no interpretation; they speak for 
themselves, ami they speak louder even 
than Ohio politicians. 

SEYMOUR ON THE ERIE CANAL. 

Ex-Gov. Seymour, of New York, has 
written «n elaborate argument in favor of 
the abolishment of tolls on the Erie canal, 
which presents n striking example of corn 
founding coincidents with concomitauts, 
or consequences with a more fortuitous 
succession of events. To the ex-Governur 
the canal is the great material motor us 
well iu finance as in commerce, for he con¬ 
tends that to the low tolls and charges 
thereon we are indebted for favorable trade 
balances with Europe; ami we all know 
that to those balances must be given the 
Credit of our gold accumulation, the suc¬ 
cess of specie payments, the success of na¬ 
tional aud corporate financiering, and in¬ 
numerable collateral incidents of more or 
le»s importance. 

His tubular illustrations are more diffuse 
than convincing. He shows that the 
freight rate ou grain from Chicago by lake 
and canal was 174 cents to 2fi.fi ceuts be¬ 
tween 1807 and 1874. 74 cents to 14.2 cents 
between 1874 unit 1877, 8.0 ceuts to 10.2 
cents between 1878 «nd 1881 nml 8.7 cents 
between 1881 und 1884. He shows reduc¬ 
tions in competing rail freights in the 
same periods, but the changes are far 
greater. From 1873 to 1884 the water 
rates declined from 14.2 ceuts to U. 10 
ceuts, but in the same period the all-rail 
rates declined from 33 cents to 10 cents. 
The Governor ought to have inferred from 
this that there was another morn powerful 
competition operating upon rail freights, 
namely, the numerous rail routes to the 
seaboard, drawing not ouly upon the 
produce concentrated at the hike cities, 
but ulso upon the couutry districts supply¬ 
ing the trade of those cities. 

In the meanwhile the steamship rates to 
Europe have declined from 18.10 cents in 
1874 to 9.08 cents iu 188;!. Iu 1884 they 
have been reduced to about a third of 
the rales of 1874. The immense increase 
iu l tic supply of grain laid down 
at the seaboard, which 'Gov. Seymour 
attributes greatly to the canal, should have 
tended to Hindaiu oceuu freights by a cor¬ 
responding increase of demand for vessel 
room; but this also wits, ui course, much 
more tliun counterbalanced by a competi¬ 
tion similar to that which reduced rail 
freights; namely, the competition between 
carriers of the same type. 

If further illustrations were needed, they 
might be furnished in ample ubumlance by 
interior railroads in every direction and 
pursuing ail lines to tho markets, both of 
longitude nud latitude. 

Thu growth of our import nud export 
trade, wo need uot say, is due to several 
principal causes, cither of which would re¬ 
duce the Eno aural to lusignifleatice by 
comparison. A similar evolution of cheap 
freights und expanding trade has been 
witnessed in the commercial nations of 
Europe. For tustance, the volume of im¬ 
ports nud exports iu England have in¬ 
creased since 1870 by $843,000,000, and iu 
the Uuitcd Stales by $719,000,000. The 
increase has been more rapid in the United 
States, because this is a comparatively new 
couutry, with greater undeveloped re¬ 
sources, which arc being rapidly utilized 

Gov. Seymour makes the remark that 
the railroads have been benefited by the 
lowering of the charges of transportation, 
which is evidently true, us it is thut factor 
which has made possible an exceedingly 
active development of our productive 
forces. Reduction can certainly he carried 
beyond the limits of benefit to transporta¬ 
tion companies, but this is a self-correcting 
evil. ^______ 

Oun old friend and Bismarck’s organ, 
the Pojtagbfataut, is authority for the 
announcement that “at Bismarck's din 
ner, iu honor of the Emperor’s birthday, 
Bismarck greeted Sargent with a cour¬ 
teous bow, but shook hands with nil the 
other myomata.* Bismarc k Is evidently 
determ|ued to show the world how small 
a big man may be.

Atlanta, March 27.—There b conflnod 
in Fulton county jail, awaiting sentence of 
death, a prisoner whose family connections 
are curious. Alfred Doyall belongs to an in¬ 
fluential family, of Middle Georgia. Hut 
father was thrice married; first to Miss 
Smith, of Culloden, whoso brother, James 
M. Smith, afterward became Governor of 
Georgia, and who is at present one*of the 
Railroad ConmiLslouers of this State. Ou 
the death of this wife, Mr. Doyall married 
a second time, tho iwue of that marriage be¬ 
ing Alfred Doyall, tho man now under sen¬ 
tence of death. The second wife dying. Mr. 
Doyall again sought a helpmeet, and mar¬ 
ried a Mrs. Boynton, whoso son is ex-Gov- 
ernor Boynton, thu successor of Gov. Ste¬ 
phens for a thirty-days terra. It will be 
seen from this tlmt the prisoner has two cx- 
Uovernors near enough to him in relation¬ 
ship to make it an object for them to secure 
hi* release. It Is but a few weeks since Mar¬ 
shal Hart, of Opelika, Ala., was killed 
while getting on a train by Mr. Abercrom¬ 
bie. ali»o a close relative of Gov. Budth. In 
the foil of 1881, Alfred Doyall and Police¬ 
man Hancock met in Griffin, where they b«- 
c&tne close friends. ' Oua day, Dovail, being 
drunk, attempted to monopolize thu privi¬ 
lege* of the city, when it became the duty 
of Policeman Hancock to an *t Lum. 
Doyall told him if be put lmn in tho 
guard-house he would kill him. 
Hancock put him in and held him over night. 
Tho uuxt morning, when Doyall got out, bo 
procured u pistol, and, meeting Haucock ou 
the street, shut him dead. Ho was triod nt 
tho ensuing term of the (Superior Court, and 
was ably defended by his kinsman, ex-Gov. 
Boynton, and others. The ca*e went to the 
Bupreine Court, and the decision was af¬ 
firmed, and tho court ro-sciitoncvd Doyall to 
be hanged in 1882. Rofure the time arrived 
hi* couusel moved for a now trial, ou the 
ground of -newly-discovered evidence, to the 
effect that C. H. IViggers, a juror on tho 
trial of the cose, had Hlutod that if h* got ou 
th>* Jury bo would bang Doyall. There were 
several" strong affidavits by reputable men 
who heard Wiggers make the statement. On 
this ground thu Supremo Court granted 
Doyall n now trial, lie is now awaiting the 
action of another Jury, and if persistence 
can clear him be will never hang, although 
the Kuprumo Court, in granting the now 
trial, clmractvmed his crime as a nm-»t out- 
rugous murder.

John Fuller In Hock for Beating ami Kicking a 

Man lo Death in Arkansas 4 lty.

Little Rock, Ark., March 27.—John 
Fuller, wanted for murder at Arkansas City, 
wax arrosted at tho fine Bluff depot last 
night. Fuller is charged with tho murder of 
Daniel Murphy, a section boss, who on lust 
Sunday was at Arkansas City on a spree. 
Fuller has a saloon there, in which Murphy 
wax seen frequently during Sunday. Mon¬ 
day forenoon Murphy entered Fuller's sa¬ 
loon, and anked for $10 that he claimed to 
have left with Fuller thu day before. Fuller 
denied having received the money, and a 
quarrel followed. The two men soon became 
engaged in a hand-to-hand fight, in which 
Fuller was the bettor man, and after beat¬ 
ing tho man until he could not stand bo 
kicked him iu thu side, brooking his ribs and 
producing such internal injuries that ho died 
Tuesday morning. Fuller then took such 
motiuy as he bad on hand aud loft for this 
city. A few weeks ago Fuller was arrested 
here, charged with living with a woman to 
whom bo is not married. About two years 
ago he shot and killed a man in Boutborn 
Arkansas, stood hi^ trial, and was acquit¬ 
ted. Ho has dept a drinking saloon in Ar¬ 
kansas City several year*. He was tnken to 
Desha county to-day for trial.

New Yohk, Mnrch iJ7.—Tho stock market 
to day wan dull and stupid, after a strong 
opening. Tht*only feature* were tho selling of 
Lackawanna by the room trader*, who bought 
tlio stock yesterday, and the continued weak¬ 
ness of Leading and Erie. The leading bulls 
showed no disposition to support tho market. 

3lr. Gould arrived home early in the morn¬ 
ing, and went irn mod lately to tho Western 
Union Telegraph office, where ho spent the 
day. Ho did not appear on the street, but 
his friends talked bullish. Tho chief obstacles 
to an upward movement are tho condition of 
tho anthracite coal tmdo and the unsettled 
altairs of the trunk lines. Little doubt exists 
as to the power and intent of those controll¬ 
ing tho market to satisfactorily arrange 
coal production and freight rates, but the 
trading will be limited until such steps are 
taken, and the market seems likely to go 
lower. Tho decline in wheat is regarded as 
most opportune, and the large shipments that 
may be expected in view of the Approach to 
the export price should encourago au 
advance of east-bound rates, which are now 
unprintable. General dealings to-day were 
not large, aud were mainly confined to 
room-traders, though shrewd brokers 
thought they saw sales of long stocks by out¬ 
siders There was a decidedly weak feeling 
at the close, and the last prices were about 
the lowest of the day. 

All the professionals aro very bearish, 
and as the market is still fully in the control 
of the bulls, their couitent to lower prices en¬ 
courages sales. It has been generally ex¬ 
pected that Gould’s return woukl be signal¬ 
ised by a booming market. There was no 
reasou for this, as, if Gould propose* to bo a 
bear, ho would not want tho odium of 
knocking prices, and, if ho is a bull, low 
prices will encourage a shore interest, which 
seems to bo tho only basis for a bull market 
these days. V anderbilt does not talk u« 
bullish as ho did, but uo one knows bow ho 
feels. There Is positively nothing to buss an 
opinion upon as to the future, but men 
who ha vo been right on tho mar¬ 
ket for two mouths say tho 

bulls nro not yot through with 
their deal, and aro conlldont of higher fig¬ 
ure* within tho next mouth. There is surely 
nothing in the situation to put prices up, but 
the bull clique have piored themselves oil 
powerful in more trying times than now. 
They absolutely ova larg» amounts of stock, 
nnd coutrol the floating atom on the street, 
and can remedy adverse conditions at least 
temporarily. Further upward manipula¬ 
tion is likely to be attempted, nnd it is quite 
sure to bo successful, with the coal and trunk 
line troubles out of the way. At present all 
the trailers aro extremely bearish, nnd there 
hi no other kind of talk on tui* street. 

The Colorado Coal and Iron Company 
bare agreed on n ticket, and the Now York 
commit too have issued a manifesto to tho 
stockholders. There seems to lie no'objec- 
tion to the personnel of the ticket, but the 
anti-Painter people will oppose it ou the 
ground tlmt the Persons named are too close¬ 
ly identified with the Fulmer luanugcuv.-nt. 
President Lovejoy said this afternoon: "It 
Ik a Palmer ticker, and those opposed to him 
will not support it. No partisan ticket tan 
be elected. ’ ’ 

The committees call for proxies and make 
the 8{>cc<al request that all former proxies bo 
revoked. This opens the fight a^aitt, as it in 
generally believed that (he anti-Palmer men 
now hold a majority of proxies. The can¬ 
vass will be au exciting one. 

Tho statement of President Jewett that tho 
Erie road was earning its fixed charges has 
not fully reassured the Stmt. Loom-traders 
sold the stock down to u very dangerous 
point to-day within a small fraction of 20, 
the tlgnro at which a stock w often deserted 
by its l: iends. They have been free in their 
sales of this stock, for the reason that it is so 
plenty that a squeeze is not probable.

THE MARKET RAIDED* BY HIO AXD LITTLE 

life. A HS AN D ONE FAILCKE REPORTED, 
i Special to the Courier-Journal.) 
Chicago, March 27.—The day began 
about tho wheat pit with nil tho signs of a 
panic, and beforo the opnuing the wheat pit 
was parked with anxious -looking brokers 
and traders. When, at 9;80 o’clock, the 
bell rang there was an inextricable blending 
of shouts and swinging of arms. - Of the 600 
traders crowded about the pit not above 
twenty-five were in a position todobusiness. 
Tho roar was deafening, bid* were not intel¬ 
ligible and offers could not bo beard. The 
market reporters sent out over the tape 87c 
as the opening for the May option. The fact 
is t hat there wore sales at the opening at 
tMGgc- The market was about 86%o, per¬ 
haps, for a moment as Ion as 86‘Vc. A tre¬ 
mendous lot of property was sold and mil¬ 
lions of bushels wero sacrificed. Tho confu¬ 
sion lasted for thirty minutes. The seller* 
recovered their senses nnd bidders lost a little 
of the advantage, which was theirs in the 
height of tho panic. 

By 10:30 a. m. the market had recovered 
its equilibrium, May had advanced to 87c, 
and from this on. with some ups and downs, 
continued to advance all day. There w«*ro 
raids b 3 * the big boars and raids by the mob 
of little bears, and tbero was oue failure an¬ 
nounced. This was a marvelously beautiful 
day. but despite all these facts May wheat at 
night was nearly three cents above the bot- 
ton figures at the moment of the panicky 
opening. 

The failure |of Messrs. Sheppard & Pea¬ 
cock wo* announced about 11 o’clock. Tho 
firm was not u largo one, but stood in excel¬ 
lent credit. Peacock was a junior partner 
of McGeocb up to the tirno of the lard crash. 
Sheppard was a popular Milwaukeean. The 
announcement created no little alarm, be¬ 
cause it was feared that it was but tho first 
of a botch, nnd May wheat, which luul 
mounted above87c, dropped to86$ie. There 
were uo other announcements, however, and 
it was given out after a while that Messrs. 
Peacock & Sheppard were rather wound up 
than busted. 

From almost the opening tho whont pit 
was environed by the provision crowd. 
Siugor, Hutchinson 6c Davis and Atkinson 
& Co. wore among the larges' buyers • ( 
wheat for the dnv. Geo. C. Walker 6c Co. 
bought steadily. The most persistent heller 
was little Finley, of St. Louis, who fought 
tho advance on both wlimit and corn per¬ 
sistently, but fruitlessly. Tho litilo St. 
Louisian tins made himself unpopular down 
here. Yesterday and iho dnv before hi* 
offers of big Jots, 100,000 bushel’s and 5(1,000 
bushel lots, helped along the decline not a 
little. To-day, although he pouudod when 
both wheat and corn were on tho 
bottom, bo mado no impression 
Corn to-night is a cent In ad 
vance of when Fraley sold hundred* 
of thousands of bushels of corn, and wheat 
is two cents in" advance of when ho sold 
probably 600,000 bushels of wheat. Ho 
began to cover his corn on the call to-night 
at the tap amid the heated crowd. 

There w as a good deal of talk concerning 
shipments to-day. and about l,U00,tMiD bush¬ 
el s of Nu. 2 spring wheat wus chaugod for 
>lay contracts. That is, parties who Imd 
May wheat to-ulgbt trade with tho 
wheat carriers then May contract* for the 
cash stuff. It is presumed that tho parties 


making the shipment* got rtinceadon* both 
from the banks and tho warehouse*. It is 
claimed, too, that they gut concessions from 
tho railroads. It wns said this morning that 
one block of 600,000 bushels was offered 
tho ldtcknwnnna for L‘F;,e l»er 100 to New 
York, end that tho block, after being re¬ 
fused bv this road, was offered to aud ac¬ 
cepted by the Nickel-plate. Thi* block, it 
was rumored, was shipped by Armour. 
More wheat was shipped by David Dows S: 
Co., Poole, Rent & Co. and others. The 
market to-day reacted 3c. Thor® has 
been a decline in tho last fortnight of 
over 10c a bushel in the price, and 
taking into consideration the reduction of 
freight, wheat is 20c a bubhol cheaper than it 
was two week* ago. ’ 

“What is the market going to do nowf * 

“With fair weather,” save a commission 
man, “and no accidents, wheat will not be 
able to advance. It may have to go lower. 
The quotnblo price In Liverpool to day for 
•Chicago No. 8 spring wheat is only 81 of 
our money per bushel. Of course, there may 
be accidents, it is possible there may bo freu¬ 
sing weather in April, or peri* of ono sort 
or uuolhur may overtake tuo wiuter wheat. 
As to the speculative situation, I don’t see 
anything promising in it. The market is 
well evened up. The great shorts aro cov¬ 
ered. There are some wild, huruiu-scoruin 
follows who would bo 6©llaJ't» at a cent a 
bushel, but they are a small contingent. 1 
look for a dull day to-inorrow and then a 
sleepy market, which may either work 
slowly up or gradually down.” 

Mav wheat advanced on the curb to SP l _;'o. 
It closed at SD’Jic, with calls a cent away 
from tue market and puts as far the other 
way. The sales of wh*.*at ou the call aggre¬ 
gated nOO.UOO bu. hvla and of corn over 1U0,- 
000 buriiels. 

Com was marvelously *trong after the 
first little drop at the opening, when May got 
a* low ns tB^c. This same option closed at 
BBk'c on the call. The receipts were small, 
only 186 cars, and there appeared to be a 
great many believers in it. 

Fraley w as about the only determined seller 
about the pit. aud lie wns fuifced about on tho 
call, where everybody seemed to wout soiuo 
corn, aud to wnnt it vory bad too. 

Provision* were steadv ail day: but very 
dull. May pork closed at 117 77^; May 
lard at $9 35. 

if the pork crowd can title over this crisis, 
and it appears already nearly crossed with¬ 
out a kick, it is generally believed that then 
the influences which have held price* steady 
of late during such terribl® depression will 
send prices flying skyward. The receipts of 
hugs still continue verv small, but, on tho 
other hand, tho shipment* of product are 
proportionately very small. 

THE DEMOCRATIC OUTLOOK. 


Alfred H. Colquitt, Geo'gia’s B«natoT, Tells An Old 
Fogy What He Think* oF the Pres- 
ent Prospects, 
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Corresiondence of the Courier* Journal.] 


25.—Alfred Uolt Colquitt, of Georgia, wus 
born in Walton county, Gn., April 20, 1824; 
graduated at Princeton College, New- Jersey, 
in the daw of 18 14; studied law nud was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar in 1845; served as a staff 
officer, with the rank of Major, during the 
Mexican war; was elected and served us a 
member of the Thirty-third Congress; was a 
member of the Georgia Legislature in 1859; 
was a Presidential Elector for tho State-at- 
large ou the Breckinridge ticket in 1860; 
was a member of the Secession Convention 
of the State of Georgia; entered the Confed¬ 
erate service as Captain; was subsequently 
chosen Colonel of the Sixth Georgia Iufuul- 
ry; served a* a Brigadier General, and w as 
commissioned as a Major General; was 
elected Governor of Georgia in 1876 for four 
years, nnd was re-elected under a new con¬ 
stitution for two years: at the expiration of 
bis term a* Governor he wns elected to the 
United States Senate as a Democrat, to suc¬ 
ceed Pope Barrow, Democrat, for tho full 
tern), commencing March 4, 1883. liis term 
of service will expire March 3, 1889. Sen¬ 
ator Colquitt ts a cultured, graceful and tal¬ 
ented speaker. 

Calling at the Senator’s lodgings last 
night, I found him ulono nnd had a political 
convor-mtion w ith hi u for the benefit of tho 
readers of tho Courier ^Journal. 

Said I: “Mr. Senator, what do you think 
of the Democratic outlook?’’ 

Senator Colquitt replied: “While it I* not 
altogether as bright as it was a fow mouths 
ago, 1 *co no reason why this may not bo a 
year of Democratic victory. Our ouiy dan¬ 
ger Uea in dissensions among ourselves. Tho 
Republicans cpuld have had no reasonable 
hope of electing the next President until 
within tho past ninety days. And while they 
nre now calculating largely on the effect of 
Democratic dissension, it must bo remem¬ 
bered that they, too, nre divided. They have 
as troll dutinud factions ns tho Democrats. 
Among tho supfiosed aspirants for the lcuder- 
sbipof their party the personal antagonisms* 
are much i-harper than they are among the 
prominent Democratic slaU'&nivn.” 

’Do you regard the divisions in tue Dem¬ 
ocratic party as permanent F * 

’There is no reason in the world why they 
should be so. Lf they continue iu their pres¬ 
ent spirit they will proTe fatal, but they can 
be easily remedied by reasonable mutual 
concessions. Our Government itself is tho 
result of compromise, and always in our pol¬ 
itics there must be the concession of extreme 
ideas. Democrats have always differed on 
the tariff as they differ now, but these differ¬ 
ences have been fused -in platforms accepta¬ 
ble to the party generally.” 

“What do you tbmk of the Morrison 
bill.*” 

Senator Colquitt—“Why. this bill is Itself 
a compromise, it is not a radical measure 
by auy means. I do uot ree why the Demo¬ 
crats can not accept it. Tho Republicans 
ought not to oppose it, because it does not re- 
dueo the tariff further than their own Tariff 
Commission proposed to do.” 

“You believe, then, that tho different 
views of the tariff held in tho party ought 
not to divide it ou the eve of a great con¬ 
test?” 

“Exactly. The Democrats who hold to 
the doctrine of a tariff for revenue, with in¬ 
cidental protection, and those who x^ant a 
tariff laid for revenue, without regard to 
protection, have much in common. Tnev 
are equally interested in the success of the 
party in the next election, and in the reform 
of abuses iu the Government. I regret to 
me tho spirit of bitterness which has charac¬ 
terized v urn of the utterances from both 
wings of the party. lean not believe that 
sucu leader* as Mr. Randall and Mr. Iraton 
on the one band, and Mr. Carlisle and Mr. 
MorrUon ou the other, share these feelings. 
Ati eanitftt effort muds by them and by men 
of similar prominence in tho party can unite 
nil tho distracting element* and secure a vic¬ 
tory next November." 

“Who do you think is the best man to 
bead the Presidential tlckolf” 

“TUden. if he wifi accept the nomination. 
He could bo elected beyond doubt, I think. 
Ho bos a strong hold on the nia**"* of tho 
people, aud all tho opinion* in iho party 
itself could concentrate on him." 

“But Mr. TilJoit says ht» Is not physically 
able to make the race, aud that he would 
decline the nomination.” 

“That may bo true. If it i*. then we 
should select, if possible, a man of cupacity 
ami power who could carry the States of 
Now York, New Jersey nnd Connecticut 
These i regard ns essential to our success.. I 
consider Mr. Bayard *nch a mnu. He is a 
representative man of tho republic In intelli¬ 
gence aud character, aud I believe the Dem¬ 
ocratic part* can elect bun President.” 

Thanking tin* Senator for tho free expres¬ 
sion of his opinions, I bade him good night.

Tbs House Dispose* of the Talbott Liquor License 
Bill by Adopting Adair’s Substitute. 


PROCEEDINGS IN BOTH HOUSES, 


ISivnaZ fa the Cott» *cr-JoMr»iflf.l 

Frankkort, March 27.—Col. Talbott’s 
bill to tax liquor dealers for the benefit of 
the common schools, mot an untimely fate 
to-day. luvtead of it. the House passed Mr. 
Adair’s substitute, wftich provides that tax 
licetuea shall hereafter be as follows: On 
license to keep tavern, 1 10; It with privilege 
to retail vinous or malt liquors, $50; if 
with privilege to retail spirituous liquors, 
$100. Coffee-bouso keepors, merchants and 
druggists must pay for selling vinous or 
malt liquors #50; spirituous liquors, $100. 
Tho tax goes into the revenue proper and 
not to the school fund as contemplated by 
Col, Talbott’s bill. It is estimated that it 
wili increase tho revenue $175/000, ths city 
of Louisville alone paying $38,000. 

A careless listener to the Senate discus¬ 
sion of the Geological Survey nnd Immi¬ 
gration Dill might very easily have wan¬ 
dered away from the Donate chamber yes¬ 
terday impressed with tho idea that the 
question of immigration was not properly 
appreciated in that body. An impression 
of that character, however, would have 
been erroueous. The drift of the argument 
antagonistic to the immigration bureau was 
not directed against tlio poiiev of inviting 
immigration, but rather at the inefficiency 
of the system. It was deemed by tho op¬ 
ponents of that particular feature of the bill 
as being much more desirable to strengthen 
the geological branch and mako it prees 
its surveys to completion and then lay 
before the world a realistic picture of 
its conclusion. This, in connection with sta¬ 
tistical information as to tho material re¬ 
sources of tho State; its status in progres¬ 
siveness; its claims in educational coufer- 
rnent; Its character for wholesome laws and 
bcuign government, should invite immigra¬ 
tion more strongly aud more successfully 
than the system of flooding tho Old World 
with pamphlets and unsupported literature, 
which deal iu glittering generalities and 
ignore the hard facts of goological research, 
scientific clarification and practical analv- 
ubi. The temper of tbw discussion was to 
strengthen and pi'osccuto vigorously geolog¬ 
ical survey to early completion, and then ad- 
vertiso to the world what we have iu soil, 
minerals, climate and personal and property 
security. There was no purpose to cripple 
immigration, but o purpose to foster its in¬ 
terests and strengthen its activity by what 
wore r©KU*‘dod ns more fi*u©ibie plans 
more direct methods. 

Tho friends of the immigration branch of 
the bill, of course, deemed that feature os u 
salient pomi iu tue proinwitum, aud argued 
strenuously for it* retention. 

Tti© Carroll Railroad Bill in the House nnd 
the Geological .Survey aud Immigration Bill 
iu the 8enuto gfe'ere of sufficient interest to 
occupy the session hours after a manner nl- 
together anti-soporific. In tho Senate some 
ol tho mo*t earnest and ingenious arguments 
of the session were delivered. Tho discus¬ 
sion is Bkely to end early to-day, and theu 
tho linilnm resolutions will touch the cords 
of oratory and swell the volume of eloquence, 
it is underwtood that Mr. Haggard, one of 
the foremost members of the Senate, will 
give ftotno attention to the defense of the 
preambled indorsement of exemptions. The 
deba*e pr>>uu»es to be able and exhaustive, 
nnd will not lack in condimental dashes of 
wit ami fcttvorines*. 

A Senator said lost tiight fchat tho Ilallaua 
resolutions bint at the only practicable* solu¬ 
tion ol ihe ditiiculiics now twitting legisla¬ 
tion. There are bills that cun not be molded 
and vitalized in any reasonable length of 
time tho Legislature may remain in session. 
My people are asking me wbnt we are doing, 
and I am replying that we are doing the b«.t 
that, cun be done, but. that is iittlo. It 
looks now as if an adjourned ne>sion wo* 
inevitable. If the hoIuiiou of that bothera¬ 
tion doesn’t coiue bv the way of an ad- 

i ouruad session it will take a wiser man than 
am to tell how it is to come, unless it is to 
couie through ali-spriug session, ami this 
Legislature is dead sure uot to stay thnt 
long.

Mr. Monday explained that the el din of Judge 
Bullitt was for money paid by him for the tftntc, 
and did not embrace u cent of interest on that 
sum Judge Bullitt had a legal aud perfect right 
to have protected himself by urine tuud* which 
were clearly w ithin his h gal right to use. He 
did not protect himself, but paid the money over 
in the interests 1 1 the iriatv. He hoped tho Sen¬ 
ate would pa+*» the bill promptly.

CAttox City, Col., March 86.— As many 
Kentuckiuns are interested in Colorado, I 
presume on your liberality by asking n space 
in your column* wherein te call attention to 
tbo beautiful valley of the Arkansas, and 
especially to Fremont county aud its re¬ 
sources. 

Fremont county is an oblong square, thirty 
wilvt uorth ami south, by sixty miles cant 
and w est, including the valley of the Arkan¬ 
sas in its enure length. A number of tribu¬ 
tary streams givo an aggregate of 
about one-half the entire aren of 
the county in agricultural land*. 
This valley is the only locality in Colorado 
where nil the varieties of fruit have been suc- 
cresfuliy matured. It tcok courage aud 
puiierice for Iho pioneers to demonstrate tho 
capabilities of the climate, but they succeed¬ 
ed, and now thousands of fruit tre<*» aud 
grape-vines are annually planted, aud quite 
n number of orchards aud vineyards aro iu 
full bearing, so that Canon Lit}* has boon 
aptly called the Loe Angeles of Colorado. 
Two varieties of soil predominate the 
“adobe” nud tho “rod lands.” The latter 
are par excellence the fruit lauds, although 
the adobe, wbeu subdued by proper treat¬ 
ment, become* quite pulveront rtnd tract¬ 
able. It* tendency to make mortar is its 
only bad feature.

Ho came 
to Florida some ten years ago and located in 
the then almost unbroken wilderness of 
Orange cAuuty. Ho named his residence 
Fine Castle. After getting fairly settled iu 
bis new homo be began writing fits series of 
Florida letters, in which ho depicted the at¬ 
tractions uud inducements offered 
by Orange county, and told of the 
undeveloped resources. ' Many of tb©*e 
letters wore publisbod in the Cincinnati 
Commercial, aud Harney would frequently 
give Murat HaRtend and his reader® some 
sound Democratic doctrine. It was amusing 
to read a red-hot Democratic letter in a Re¬ 
publican newspaper. Harney nbo wrolo 
frequently for other papers ati l the loading 
magazines. Written iu his charming nnd 
fascinating stylo, his letters attrdeted groat 
attention and did much toward advertising 
Florida. Harney’s articles have brought 
many persous to Florida that otherwise 
would probably have nover come. His iast 
article, 

THE DR *1 Jf AGE OF THE EVERGLADES, 
was published in the March numbur of 
//cirper’s Monthly. Col. Harney* Is uow 
editing tbe Hitt*r-Sweet at Kissimmee City, 
and is making it one of tbe spiciest papers 
in sunny Florida. Since the advent of tho 
railroad a little town has grown up around 
Col. Hbrney’s bume, and hears it* name of 
Pine Castle. It is a station on the South 
Florida railroad, about seven miiea from 
jvi<-‘*unniee City. Coi. Haruey’s residence 
standi on tho shore of pretty Lake Conway. 

I would say to Will Wallace Harney, in the 
languago of Rip Van Winkle, “Here’s to 
you aud yours; may you live long and pros¬ 
per.” 

I stated in my last lcttor that Kissimmee 
City was the point at which the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coast Canal and Okeechobee Lund 
Company b*gan their drainage of Okeecho¬ 
bee and the Fvergiadcs. This company was 
chartered by the tttate of Florida March 8, 
1881, and its object is the reclamation of 
8,000,000 acres of land lying soutu of town¬ 
ship 84 and **ast of I’uace creek. Tho State 
is to got one-half of the reclaimed land and 
the company tho other bait. Samuel H. 
Grey, of Camden, N. J. f is President of tho 
company; Col. W. T. Forbes, with head¬ 
quarters at Jacksonville, Fla., is Land Com¬ 
missioner, nud Mr. William Cannon i« the 
resident agent at KismnmceCity. Tbo com¬ 
pany has already cut about twenty mile? of 
canal and reclaimed thousands of acres of 
valuable land. As 1 understand it. the com¬ 
pany propose* to open a channel of commu¬ 
nication from the Gulf of Mexico to Kis¬ 
simmee City by cutting, first, a canal from 
Littlo Lake Tohopckaliga to Lake ^'ohopekn- 
ligii. then a canal from Lake Tohopekoliga 
into Lake Cypress, .tht'ii one from tuts luuo 
Into Lake Kissimmee, thence down tbe Kw- 
feimm^e river Into Lake Okeeolmliee. tuen 
another canal into Lake Hicpochee, thou a 
copal into Lake Flirt, tbeuce dowu the 
Catoosabatchie river into

The practicability and feasibility of this 
enterprise will bo apparent when l state that 
the section of country south of Kissimmee 
City Is composed of a series of terraces, de¬ 
scending as you go south. The lake- named 
above are situated on terraces of differeut 
cloVAtions. For instance, the elevation of 
Little l.ako Tohupekaliga is 70.31 
feet; of Lake Tohupt-Knliga, 64.ol. 
and a decreasing elevation until you 
reach Lake- Hicpochee, which lias 
an elevation of only *88 feet. By cutting tho 
canals from one lake to another, the supply 
of water in them can be regulated at 
pleasure. -A canal will also be cut from 
Lake Okeechobee to connect witli the Atlan¬ 
tic ocean. When iheso plans are perfected 
and the work finished, there will have Immmi 
reclaimed a vast number of neres of rich 
sugar, cotton, rice and pasture lands. Large 
steamer* can then go from the Gulf of 
Mexico to K ssimniee City, which will bo the 
head of navigation. 

Tho company now has two large Uredg* 
bouts at work end another ono iu course of 
construction nt Kissimmee City. At the 
southern end of Lake Tohopekaliga is sit¬ 
uated .South Fort, which pr unices to be 
quite a littlo village. The company has 
made arrangements to have regular excur¬ 
sions from Jacksonville to South Fort and 
return. This will prove of interest to tour- 
Uta. When the canal system is completed 
and steamers pi}* regularly from Knoumiuee 
L ity to Puuta situated at the mouth uf 

tho Calousahatcbce river, uo more pleasant 
excursion can bo found in Florida. This 
will open up to tourist* a section of country 
that ha* hitherto been terra ineoynito. 

There is a vail of mystery haugiug ovor 
Lake Okeechobee, and the opportunity to 
visit it aud pass through it will be hailed by 
tourist* with delight. Home one of the 
many railroads projected South will nl*o 
shortly reach Punta Mass*. This will afford 
another ploo.snut trip. Punta Ross* is at 
present the great shipping point for Florida 
cattle to Cnba. 

WHILE IN KISSIMMEE CITY 
1 was tbe recipient of many courtesies. I 
here return special thanks to Cot Harney, 
Sir. William Cannon, ^r. J. V. Hphwes, 
from Georgetown. Ky., nnd Mr. John B. 
Simmons, from Mobile. I might add that I 
received .special courtesy and attention while 
on my trip from uii Keutuckiaos anJ Ten- 
ms>canfe that 1 met. 

I have now devoted two letters to Krt- 
feimmeo City and surroundings, and still 
have much 'unused material iu my note¬ 
book. I shall keep it and probably make it 
the foundation of another letter. 

From Kissimmee City l ran up to Orlando, 
the county scat of Orange county, and H* 
miles distant. Or.undo is a livo town, and 
bus from ^,,500 to 11,000 inhabitant*. Its 
population embraces a large number of Ken¬ 
tuckians. As a citv of culture, Orlando is 
tbe Boston of Florida. It has attractions of 
its own. and h* enjoying an era of great pros¬ 
perity. Here nre situuted a number of fine 
old benriug orange grove*. However, the 
soil lacks a great deui of bring os rich as that 
of Huruanuo. in fact. I found ui no point 
ou my trip such land as feurroun ls Brooks- 
villc. While in Orlando I formed some 
pleasant acquaintances. Among others i 
u ulil mention Col. Auuo. fr iu Maysville. 
Ky. Ho in one of the leading lnvry«r> of tlw 
l >range county bar, uud i» a typical Ken¬ 
tuckian. 

From Orlando I started on my return trip, 
nnd reached Brooksville, better pleased than 
ever with the fertile bids of Hernando.

tCorrvraondcnee of the GouWer-Journaf.l 
New Orleans, March 80.—Some months 
ago I begau an observation of the tariff 
question in iho South, and during tho ti:no 
have traveled extensively in tho States of 
Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Alabama, Mls- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Georgia and Florida. 

I find that the people of the South are not 
uniform iu their views of the tariff. They 
are either for or against a high protective 
tariff; but those who oppose tho high tariff 
have a multiplicity of views. Iu answer to 
inv usual question, “How is the tariff ques¬ 
tion hero? ’ so mnnv things have he*u sa;d 
that I can not recall the whole of them, but 
the most frequeut ones are: A tariff 
for revenue only, a tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection, tho Cocrif.p.- 
J0URNa.l’s idea, the Ohio platform, tariff 
reform, reduction of tariff, low tariff, medi¬ 
um tariff, hi-rixontal reduction of 10 por 
cent, or 50 percent.; a reduction on certain 
articles, a reduction on fill but nugar,-a re¬ 
duction on al! but wool, a reduction on nil 
but inm. n gradual reduction to free-trade, 
absolute free trade at once, aud bo on to tbo 
end of a long list. 

There are those, however, ami the number 
is great, who have formed uo fixed idea as 
what tbo needs of tbe country are concern¬ 
ing tho tariff; and hero l should remark that, 
so far as 1 have been able to learn, the needs 
of tbe country are regulated in tho minds of 
the individual according to bis own 
self interest. Who among the nugnr, 
or wool, or iron or cotton- 
mill men they think that high tariff is what 
tho country demands to foster its bests in¬ 
terests, but among all others 1 find them of a 
contrary opinion. 

It is claimed by some high-tariff Demo¬ 
crat® nnd t caret! by many tariff reformers 
that the sugar interest in Louisiana, tbe 
wool interest in Texas, iron iu Alabama, 
the cotton-mills in Georgia, and irou and 
other things in Tennessee, would lose those 
States to the Democratic party should the 
party divide on tho tariff quesUou and the 
higb-tariff element go over to tbe Repub¬ 
lican side without a corresponding divirion 
in Republican ranks. 

l/uaer those circumstances Louisiana 
would perhaps occupy more dangerous 
ground than any other of the Boulh^rn 
Htatcs. Such a political condition ns that of 
a schism in one party nnd not in the other, 
over a question of vital nnd universal in¬ 
terest, is scarcely to b* expected, but is sup- 
gKrtabie. A careful investigation of the po¬ 
sition does not disclose tbe possibility of such 
a state of things as claimed by high-tariff 
Democrat* and feared by many tariff re¬ 
formers, mentioned above. 

THK TOLL BOOKS OK LOUISIANA 
show that there already e.\ivs in the sugar 
region uf the State a RepjJWcan majority 
of n»'<trly 18,000, while the ®ul Democratic 
vote in those parishes torn posing the sugar 
region is ntily 10.000, and tho Democratic 
majority in tiio State rauges from 86,000 to 
to 31,000. A simple in.uhemaiical calcula¬ 
tion, therefore, shows that -should every Dem¬ 
ocrat in the sugar region vote the Republic¬ 
an ticket, tho State would remain Demo¬ 
cratic by a majority of 6.000 to 11,000 
votes. The iarge "Republican vote in the 
sugar region arises from the colored 
population, which outnumber* the 
white® m at least fifteen out of the nineteen 
sugar parishes. It is true that, of the 1,104 
sugar planters in LouisiAua ouly 180 are 
Republican*, but as the groat majority of 
their laborers arc already Republicans, they 
could uri influence many votes. But oil tho 
Migar planter® are not bigh-tariff tuen. for I 
know of several who are for tariff reform. 
In New Orleans there are founderiva that 
manufacture sugar milts; but, contrary to 
foundery proprietors North, are in favor 
of a reduction on iron, because iron 
is tbeir raw material, and they would profit 
by having it ou the free list. Many of tbe 
merchaiiu in New (Jt teaus want tariff re¬ 
form, while uther* rav if a reduction of tariff 
on sugar is to injure tbe Louisiana sugar trade 
they are opposed to it. I should think thnt 
beyond the sugar Interest in tne State a de¬ 
cided majority is opposed to high tariff; 
mid nit-re nre ft5,000 Democratic .votes out¬ 
ride of the district, and only 16,000 Repub¬ 
lican vote*. 

Of Texas it i* scarcely necessary to speak. 
Tbora are mil hem; of money invested in 
sboep, nnd therefore the wool interest i* 
tHiwcrhil in the great territory bounded by 
line* running west and south from Fort 
Worth aud by tbcGulf coast aud Rio Grande 
border. But there is also a great cattle in¬ 
terest in tbo Mini- region, nnd upon this 
come the entile interest uf the Staked Plains 
nnd the Pan-bondle, and all the North Texas 
country eu**t to Sherman, the cotton interest 
east from Sherman to TVxnrkaua, aqd in 
the valleys of Ihe Trinity, the Brazos and 
the Colorado in Central Texas, and ail 
around the Gulf coo*:, aud the lumber in¬ 
terest in tho pine region of Hast Texas. 

Arkansas is a low tariff Stnto, and iu Mis- 
feisKtupi the autl-high protective tnriff men 
are largely in the majority, the proportion 
being about twenty to one." 

THE MINING INTERESTS 
of Alabama aro pointed to, and that State 
is put dowm ou the higb-tariff *ide of tho 
question by many who nre uot actpininted 
with tho AClunJ condition of her politic*. 
Outri lu of Birmingham and its immediate 
locality, the low--tariff element greatly pre¬ 
dominates. Mobile, Montgomery, Solum 
and other places I have Tinted are 
rirengly low tariff as they are 
1 Democratic. Among the min res nboul Birin - 
I mghtun are a thousand convicts who cun not 
voto. And nmoiig the propVietor-i of the 
iron-work* there is doubt few a question as to 
whether or not thev should rush madly into 
the high tariff scheme. If it bo true that 
the furnace* of Tennessee and Pennsylvouia 
and other countries North could not exist 
under a reduction of tariff on iron, then 
Birmingham would hnv« the entire field to 
heifrif, for it hi clear thnt no country on 
earth can make iron cheaper than Alabama. 
Middle and West Tennessee are clearly low 
tariff. There is » considerable high-tariff 
element nbout^iunhviile, which coutiuue* up 
through Fast Teuuessee. A high-tariff gen¬ 
tleman of prominence, at Shelby ville, told me 
that tbe people of Tenn- ^eo would not only 
Tote to abolish tbo tariff and the internal 
revenue, but if encouraged in the least 
would re|»cal all tho Mate and county tax 
law*. Tiiis was overdrawing the picture, 
but show* which w ay the tariff wind blow* 
in Tennessee.

wOCAL, PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 


New York. March 27.—The following 
statement is given out to-day for publica¬ 
tion: Mr. Wiliiam K. Vanderbilt ami 
Cbauncey M. Depew were asked what an¬ 
swer they would make to the reply of H. 
H. Porter, to their letter to himself, David 
Dows and Boswell P. Flower, in reference to 
the alleged wrongful issue and appropriation 
of a portion of the preferred stock of the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis Railway 
Company. Their statement is as follows: 

Their letter to Messrs. Dows, Flowor and 
Porter was a purely business matter, relat¬ 
ing to the affairs of the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis and the Omaha Railroad 
Companies. Harvey Kennedy brought suit 
against these parties for a share as partner 
in certain stocks and the proceeds of sale of 
certain stocks of the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis Company. The case was tried 
in this city. As the Northwostorn Compauy 
is a large owner of Omaha stock, Austin J. 
For was retained to care for any interest it 
might have in the notion. From tho testi¬ 
mony of Porter, Dows and Flower, and the 
opinion of Judge Van Vorst, For ad¬ 
vised tbo Omaha Company that 
it hAd good cause for action 
against these gentlemen, as directors, for 
the unauthorised issue and distribution of 
15,980 shares of preferred stock of the Chi¬ 
cago, 8t. Paul und Minneapolis Hallway 
Company. Thereupon the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of tho Omaha Directory appointed 
W. K. Vanderbilt aud Chauncy M. I)epew 
a committee to examine into the rights of 
the company, aud take such action as might 
be necessary to protect its interest. After a 
careful examination the committee came to 
the samo conclusion as had Fox. They then 
submitted the matter to Ex-Judg# * Corn- 
stock. who rendered the following opinion: 

1 have examined professionally into (he facts 
connected with the Issue of 0.980 aliases of ure- 
ferred sun k of tho Chicago. St Paul and Minne¬ 
apolis Railway Company in tiie year lUOti by H. 
II. Porter aud some of liis associate Directors to 
thentselvee anil others. The enUie transaction 
appears to have been the subject of recent hives 
ligation in a suit in the Supreme Court of New 
York. Porter and the other Directors referred to 
were examined in that suit, and (he farts were 
found aud passed upon by the Judge who 
tried the case. From all* data furnish oil, 
I conclude the 0.980 shares of steclr 
equal to ftdU^.000. par \alne, were issued with¬ 
out any consideration beinp paid to the railroad 
company, and were Mie greater portion appropri¬ 
ated bv Porter; some other portions by his asso¬ 
ciate Director* referred to, and some .smaller 
portions by ot her persons. As the Directors w ere 
in the relation of Trustees for the management 
and protection of the corporate estate, and us 
such were bound to protect it ugainst 
the ixjni&nco of any obligation or 
stock which might bring a chance 
upnu it, unless the issues tv*»re made under 
authority and for consideration.

They are therefore liable to 
Account with their own company in respect to 
the, t«,9S0 fihnres of preferred stock so issued and 
Appropriated. 

Messrs. Vanderbilt and Depew not wish¬ 
ing to do any injustice to these gentlemen in 
«o grave a matter, sent them tho letter pub¬ 
lished in all the morning papers by Mr. For-, 
ter, in the hop© that by satisfactory explana¬ 
tions litigatiun might be avoided. Their only 
duty and purpose was to protect tho inter¬ 
est^ of tbo company for which they were 
acting. Mr. Forter answers them 
first through the netvspajters, bis 
letter reaching the persons to whom it 
was addressed after it* paWeitloo. This 
reply brings in matter-* relating to W. H. 
Vanderbilt, the Hock Island election and 
other irrelevant subjects, but furnished no 
reply to the serious inquiry, under what au¬ 
thority and for what consideration the (i,- 
980 shares of prof erred stock of the com¬ 
pany of which he was President were issued 
and distributed to himself and others.

THE LACKAWANNA MADE A MISTAKE AND 

THE NICKEL-PLATE TOOK THE WHEAT. 

Chicago, March 27. — The charge was 
published here this morning that tho Nickel-

ern roads had contracted to take consign¬ 
ments of half a million bushels of wheat 
from Chicago to New York at 12>^ cents per 
hundred, a cut of 2}* cents below the regular 
rates. The statement will b«» published in 
the moruiug that the Lackawanna people 
Bay that the consignment wa-» taken by their 
people under a misrepresentation that the 
regular rate included elevator charges, and 
as the Lackawunna hud no elevator here tho 
agent rebated 2; . cents therefor. It is fur¬ 
ther assorted m Board of Trade circles that 
the Lackawanna to-day refused an offer to 
carry <500,000 bushels at the same rate and 
that it was taken by the Nickel-plat©. 

THE NIAGARA FALLS SHORT-LINE. 

St. Louis, March 27.—It was officially an¬ 
nounced a few days ago thut tho Niagara 
Falls Short-line, composed of the Wabash, 
liaitiraoro and Ohio and Grand Trunk, 
would bo discontinued after April i. The 
reason for this action was trouble 
between the Wabash aud Grand 
Trunk about the freight department. 
The Baltimore and Ohio, who were neutral 
In the matter, object to having the possenger 
department discontinued, as they claim it 
will be profitable to all the roads interested, 
and have notified tho Wabash to 
that effect. Tho latter had determined 
to abolish the passenger department 
with tho Height department, but the pro|>o- 
sit ion of the Baltimore and Ohio is now under 
advisement, and the Grand Trunk being 
willing it is not improbable the Niagara Falls 
Short-lino will continue to exist as a strictly 
passenger agreement.

OUTLOOK FOR EASTERN ROADS. 

[Chicago Tribune. I 

There is no change in the situation a* far 
as East-bound freight rates are concerned. 
Rumors were afloat yesterday that the 
Lackawanna lino tunning over *tho Nickel- 
plate and Delaware, Lackawanna and West¬ 
ern railroads had been cutting grain rates to 
12Vj cents from Chicago to New York. Tho 
agent* of the line in this city, however, em¬ 
phatically denied the truth of those reports, 
and stated that they had taken no business 
for less than fifteen cents. No other 
road or fast-freight line was charged 
with taking business for less than 15 
cents. There seomB to be no inclination 
on the part of any of the roads 
to go below the 15-cent rate, and most of 


them would be only too glad if rates were 
advanced again to tho 20*ccnt basis. Tho 
low rates are telling seriously on the earning* 
of most of the reads, and it is claimed that if 
an arrangement is uot made soon by which 
better rates can be maintained some of the 
weaker road» will soon find themselves in an 
embarrassed condition. It is also feared that 
the light business and tho unusually low rates 
will compel the roads to curtail their 
ex ponies by discharging some of their em¬ 
ployes and reducing the salaries of the others. 
In case a general reduction in salaries is 
attempted, a strike is likely to be udded to 
tho other troubles of the roads. Altogether 
the outlook is exceedingly discouraging for 
the Eastern roads, nud they expect a hard 
time t bis summer. 

CHICAGO*NEW ORLEANS FAST MAIL. 

[Chicago Tribune.] 

The Illinois Central managers have been 
unjustly blamed for the delay in putting on 
a fast-mail train from Chicago to New Or¬ 
leans. It is learned from a gentleman who 
is In a position to know that no definite 
proposition for running such a train has been 
made by Postmaster General Gresham. 
When that gentleman was in the city ho aud 
other Post-office officials had a conference 
with tho President of the Illinois Central in 
regard to the running of a fast-mail tram 
from Chicago to New Orleans. The Post¬ 
master General requested the President of 
the Illinois Central to prepare a statement 
giving ft list of carriages and connec¬ 
tions with connecting fines, and tin hours 
such train wuuld reach such points on 
tho baris of tho train leaving horo nr 4 or 5 
o'clock a M.. or earlier, and to reach New 
Orleans about 1 I*. M. By this llht tbo Post¬ 
master General wanted to see how much 
mail could bo given to the fast train of tho 
Illinois Central bv connecting lines. Tho 
Postmaster General stated that thero was no 
appropriation to pav tho Illinois Central for 
running tho fast train, and, therefore, it had 
to get sufficient mail from connecting lines 
to par for running the train. In accordance 
with tho request of tho Postmaster General, 
the officials of tho lllmoi* Central prepnred 
and forwarded to him a statement showing 
the timo the fnst train would reach the 
various crossings and connections some time 
ago, but up to this time tin reply has l»een 
received. It is understood lhal the Illinois 
Central people are prepared to put on a fast 
train a* soon as tho Postmaster General gives 
the ardor. 

WEAK POINTS IN POOLS. 

’Indianapolis Journal.] 

Tbe minds of thin sing railroad and busi¬ 
ness men aro now largely turned to the pool 
question. While pools can not be said to ba 
a failure, they have by no means tilled the 
purposes for which they were instituted. 
Any honest business man will concede that 
thecost of transportation is reduced to a 
minimum, and that agreed rates, with the 
greatest of mre, will only return n small 
margin of profit, aud they can not bo ap¬ 
preciably advanced. The all-important ques¬ 
tion. then, is, how can they bo honestly 
maintained! In this question, shippers, ns 
well aw railroad men, are interested. There 
is uot a shipper in Indianapolis who will uot 
say that ho prefers that the roads should 
carry his property at a fair paying rate, 
rather than a non-paving rate. With the 
many competitive railway lines of this coun¬ 
try and it* water-ways, the problem of ex¬ 
cessive tariff is settled. No honest thinker 
will ever bo troubled with the feeling that 
nn\ combination or set of combinations, can 
so manipulate matters as to hring about an 
agreement that would ever hold together 
long if an attempt wan made to squeeze the 
public with excessive rates. 

The chief points to settle are what is the 
minimum rate at which railroads can carry 
property nod be just to their stockholder.-, 
shippers au l all parties interested; then the 
next point is to devise some moans through 
which there shall be no discrimination in 
favor of one shipper at the oxpense of 
another. The next point is to make railroad 
officials w ho fix tho tnriffs and operate the 
roads act honorably and honestly in the mat¬ 
ter of living up to agreements. The post 
few weeks has demonstrated the fact that a 
few conscienceless members of any compact 
can uiako such compact a farce. When ab¬ 
solute honesty is the motto to guide auy set of 
men, whatever they may agree to do is usu¬ 
ally done right: and such a result will follow 
the bntory of railroad compacts when they 
are governed by the satuu simple rule. 
Speaking of this matter of trifling with 
agreements, signing them with no idea of 
living by them, the President of an Iudian- 
upoiU road, who is looked upon as tiring one 
of the most honorable men iu this State, re¬ 
marked. on Saturday last, that "1 kuow 
dozens of railroad Presidents and managers 
to whom I, without hesitation, would loan 
thousand* of dollars on their own personal 
uote, iu whom 1 have not the lea-t confidence 
when they sign an agreement that tboy pro¬ 
pose to live by it.” 

THE MEXICAN CENTRAL. 

[ 7Y i nes-Democrat. ] 

The moil line of the Mexican Central Rail¬ 
way Company, the lost spike of which was 
driven on the 8th day of tho present month, 
extends from Paso del Norte, opposite El 
Pa : o. Tex., to the City of Mexico, a distance 
of 1,214 miles, and ther.ce southward, ft 
short distance, to Toluca. The eastern branch 
of the road externls from Tampico, oil the 
Gulf of Mexico, through San Luis Potosi to 
Aguoscalieutes, a distance of 380 miles, and 
the western brauch from Bau Bins, on the 
Pacific coast, to a point on the main line not 
yet determined, probably in tho vicinity of 
lrupuato, n distunce of about 39B miles. 
The lines of the Mexican Central connect 
the capital of the republic and the eight 
largest State capitals, which are Aguascaii- 
entes. Chihuahua, Durango, (Junuajunto, 
Guadalajara, Mexico. Queretaro. San Luis 
Polusi and Zacatecas, the whole number 
repr-senling (V)i>,000 inhabitants. They 
also piss through twenty-five other princi¬ 
pal cities mid towup, with an aggregate 
population of 4itH,ri00. The total popula¬ 
tion of the States through which tho lines 
pass is 5,074,000. The agricultural products 
of those States, exclusive of cattle, in 1879 
were in weight 1.843.000 ton*, and in value 
$89,101,000. The average annual amount 
of gold aud silver come.Tfor five vears at 
the seven mints situated upau the linos was 
$19,132,000. Tin# subsidy granted the 
Mexican Central is $15,200 per mile, and 
tbo total amount of the subventions will bo 
about $30,000,000. Tho gro-> earnings 
from commercial business alone «>ti nn aver¬ 
age mileage of about 535 tulles for the 
twelve munths ending December, 1883, 
averaged $ 157,000 per month. 

The .Sonora railway extend* from Benson, 
Arizona, on the Southern Pacific, to Guay- 
m;vs on tho Gulf of California—A total of a 
littl * over 350 miles. A branch is t? be ex¬ 
tended eastward to Alamos, where. It is 
suid. extensive anthracite and bituminous 
coni mine* will bo reached. The Souora 
railway, with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, aud the Southern Pacific and 
Eastern connections, forms a f ransroritim-*n- 
tnl line between ail pnru of the country east 
of Arizona to tho Pacific ocean. It received 
a subsidy of $11,2(55 per mile, or about 
$2,959,UOlL The road was opened for 
traffic Oct. 25, 1882. Sonora, the State 
which it traverses, U larger tbau the States 
of Ohio and Indiana combined.

Fraud has 
been so severely dealt with hero that 
all feel that* tho spurt so dear to 
oil Kentuckian-s is conducted without fear 
or favor. Never have the grounds or track 
been in better condition, nud witti the com¬ 
pletion of Third street, which has beeu prom¬ 
ised, the approaches to tho grounds w ill bo 
second to none in the country. 

The iyos of tbo racing world iu the spring 
will bo directed here. Here first appear the 
Hindoo or Falsetto of tbo year in their first 
great trials, aud rai^ or dash Derby dreams 
in the nnnds of their jwucre.

Tho announcement that tho Whisky Bill 
had bcon defeated in Congres* did not pro- 
dneo any noticeable consternation in tho 
rauks of the whisky men yesterday. They 
U»uk the defeat of tho measure philosophic¬ 
ally, and did not seem to regard it an the 
death knell of their business. Thoy have not 
iKien very hopeful of tbo success of tbo meas¬ 
ure, and were prepared to protect thomselvcs 
iu tbo event of its failure. A great deal of 
tho tax will lw paid by tbo holders of tho 
whisky, aud others who have largo stocks on 
hand will avail themselves of the advantages 
offered through tho American Export Com¬ 
pany. 

T. H. Sberloy & Co. shipped 100 barrels 
yesterday for exjmrt, and will ship 140 l>ar-* 
rels more next month. 

J. B. Walker* &; Bro. will ship 500 
barrels next month, and no doubt other largo 
shipments will be made Tho work will be 
conducted in a business w ay without undue 
Im^te, and there U no danger ol any em- 
barrastraents ircm tho failure of Congress to 
extend immediate relief. 

For some weeks a plan has been quietly 
discussed by which it was strongly believed 
that relief could be obtained through the 
courts, and if the emergency was. really 
iv?nous no doubt the plan would be resorted 
to. The opinion Is Md by many that under 
the United States Constitution Congress bos 
no right to iuflict the pounltv provided for 
the mn-payment of the whisky tax before 
the whisky ii offered for sale, and that the 
law is unconstitutional. It is further 
claimed that tax laws must bo uniform and 
equal in tbolr effects and that this law 
violates tho uniformity and equality required 
bv the Constitution. 

It is sai l that tho opinions of profound 
jurists have been sought on the subject, and 
that there is strong ground for the opinion 
that the peremptory collection of the tax 
could be stayed by injunction proceedings. 

8airl a large producer and dealer to a re¬ 
porter: “1 kuow that the matter was being 
investigated, but the plan was abandoned 
heeau&e it wa* not deemed practical. Men 
holding large stocks prefer to export rather 
than logo to law and run the risk of an ad¬ 
verse decision, and the men with light stocks 
don't want to undergo that annoyance.

A Pasior’a Relation to the Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association. 

[By Rrv. E. P. Wild.] 

The pastor stands for the church. He is 
its shepherd and its servant. He knows bis 
flock, loves it, gives his strength to its best 
interests, molds it by his influence. Hence 
a church is properly represented by its pas¬ 
tor. Then the relation of pastor to the 
Young Men's Christian Association is bound 
up iu the relation of the association to tho 
church. This latter relation ought to be 
well understood in tho^e days. The Y oung 
Men's Christian Association is one of the 
valuable auxiliaries of the church universal, 
which the exigencies of the ages demand and 
produce. Its aim is to unite the churches of 
different names iu doing their work for a 
specified class. Its advantage is that it 
reaches that class more successfully than uny 
church can do so alone. Iu existence and 
usefulness depend simply on the axiomatic 
principle that uniou is strength. What it 
does is for the churches. Two things are 
indispensable for the usefulness of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. It must work 
lor and m the name of the churches; and it 
must unite the churches. 

Now tho pastor's relation ond duty to 
the association are not hard to be discerned. 
Ho should recognize it, belong to it, work 
with it, use his influence to make it all that 
it ought to be. It is an invaluable helper 
of ail the churches; therefore It is a helper 
of his church. And in giving it bis sanc¬ 
tion and aid he is doing a part of bis pas¬ 
toral work. The association is to any church 
largely what the pastor makes it. if he re¬ 
gards it with indifference or jealousy, if ho 
keeps aloof from it, if he talks disparag¬ 
ingly of its work, it will be of very little 
service to his .church. And, worse than 
this, when great blessings come to the place 
through its instrumentality, nis church w ill 
bo likely to share in them but suaringly. 
But if, in the large-hearted devotion to 
CbrUt and anxiety for souls which are 
suggested by the very word “pastor,'’ he 
enters in with others upon the broad work 
ai^muted by the association, he takes bis 
church along with hi in as a matter of 
course, au l with it tho blessings received 
tor faithful labor. Tho religious history of 
this istatc during th* last ten years has 
taught us this by repeated inslauces on either 
bide. 

Ono part of the special mission of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association seems to 
be to enable us to muke use of a good which 
bn* come to us iu this generation, that of 
union effort. Denominational bars are lower 
now thau they have over been belore. The 
tune is past when free interchange of thought 
and mingling of svm)>athr is impossible 
among different chuVches. bigotry, intoler¬ 
ance, exclusiveness and envy seem to bo 
more and inure out of place. The tandeucy 
of things is continually toward closer Chris¬ 
tian fellowship. 1 believe the time is now- 
past when any great revival movement can 
be made iu any place unless it !>e a union 
movement. The members of a church may 
be quickened by special efforts put forth by 
that church alone, and tbe few whose natural 
preference is that wav may be draw n in and 
converted; but I do uot think u groat and 
spiritual blessing comes to any placo iu such 
a way. Christians aro not built up os 
broadly and symmetrically as though all 
were engugod in tbe work. And the people 
aro not reached as they are when all tho 
churches unite. The diM.*ipl*s of Christ 
most take too whole world into their hearts, 
or lose some of the richest blessings grace has 
to bestow. Aud noUiing stii's the moss of 
mankind more thau to see Christimib love 
ono ouothor. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
lias its foundation in tbo recognition of these 
great facts: and hence it is au institution for 
tho time iu which wo live, appealing to tho 
growing charity of tho Christian public. It 
claims, thorofore, and should have, the sup¬ 
port oi every Christian. No wise pastor will 
oppose it or ignore it. The risk of doing 
oiiher is too greut. 

Inside of tho association the pastor's rela¬ 
tion is that of a man among men. Let him 
not a-*umo superiority or carry in with him 
too much official dignity. Let him L> con¬ 
tent to Iw whut other Christians are, and no 
more. IaR him remember that while the as¬ 
sociation belongs to the churches it does nut 
belong to his church. Let him be prepared, 
like any other member, to do anything he is 
asked to do. The fact that he u a pastor 
entitles him to respect, indeed; but. as eLe- 
where in Christian work, modesty and read¬ 
ings uro what win re>poci. It is he who 
bumbles himself that is exalted. In these 
things It may not be wise to claim all that is 
due. Extreme sensitiveness on this point be¬ 
tokens lack of grace, and interferes sadly 
with a man’s usefulness. The oplainus of ’a 
company of t ’hristJan people are quite apt to 
L? correct; otul a |*ndor, hke any other mem¬ 
ber of tho association, uin> fairly expect to 
l>e treated us well a* he deserves. Let him 
heed this caution; and if he bo a man fit to 
do so, he may mold the association as he will. 
Quiet Influence is far better Minn assumed au¬ 
thority. 

It is a question whether a poster ought to 
engage prominently in associutioa work. Ho 
usually has enough to do in his own parish. 
And hD work is iu and for his own church m 
little different *ense from that of any other 
membar. Ho that po»v->i aess to do 

what tbe association aims to do may be a 
matter of doubt. Another may be able to do 
it better. Lay Christians can often go out 


into tho world and accomplish what a pastor 
can not. There is a tendenw on the pari of 
tho*e who have bad little religious training, 
and especially on the part of business young 
men, to be shy nud sensitive. Whether it is 
reasonable or foolish for them to U» -o is not 
lho point. It is a fact, aud we must take 
them as they are. Very often their educa¬ 
tion h such as to niako thorn afraid of 
thu church, though they aro not avert* 
to conversation about religious topics. 
And since the clergyman stands for the 
church, lie is thu man of all men 
whom Mi^v wish to avoid. Several times I 
have botm tolcl by men who had become 
C UMsLhins that before they fuel with the 
change they bad dodged mo again and 
ngaiu. Ono said ho had often crossed the 
street to avoid meeting and vpeaking with 
mo. A pastor must always expect to meet 
this disadvantage in doing his work, but it 
opens tho way for his people to supplement 
bis work gloriously. Anothor Christian, a 
companiou in biuiuess porhnps, or even a 
ebauce acquaintance, may be able to lead 
such n man to the cross. 1 i»uppi*« chore are 
thousands of youuR mon in our country— 
aud I bulievo many of their names are writ¬ 
ten in the Hook of Life, too—who arc really 
bey.nd tbe reach of auy minister, and must 
be brought to Christ by the lobore of low¬ 
lier Christians. But for all tlu% ministers 
have a place in tho Young Men’s Christian 
Association. There is work that thev can 
do. and tho association needs their help and 
sympathy. It should tie careful neither to 
slight them nor to lean upon them. 

Thu pastor's relation to tbo association is 
not ouo of groat complications or responsi- 
butties. It is a relation established by sim¬ 
ple common sense, one to be made the most 
or by ardent love for souls and entire devo¬ 
tion to the Master. A pastor's work is the 
argest in th« world. God only knows how 
Uw head tires, bow his nerves throb, how bis 
heart aches beneath the burden; or how 
sweetly and how mightily the Everlasting 
Arms are put beneath him. No one but a 
pastor who ha* bad tho experience knows 
how precious to him is the help of a Young 
Men * Christian Association that is in fuff 
sympathy with him and his work. And 
none but the members of an association who 
flrtd their pastor in loving sympathy with 
them know bow to prize the help they get 
from him. Would that these relations on 
both sides might everywhere be dulv recog- 
prayerfully studied, and lovingly 
fulfilled. *

Such a pa pur 
would have been worth thousands of dollars 
to the railroad enterprise, and saved many 
friends of the road a dual of worry and la¬ 
bor. Through the columns of your widely 
read paper it is hereby announced if houio 
wid”-awnko newspaper mail will come to 
Elkton bo will meet with such a welcome re¬ 
ception and strong assurances that he hns 
struck tho right place for tbe publication of 
a newspaper, he will not hesitate as to his 
course of action. 

Russellville, a neighboring village, will 
take action at an early day as to the pro¬ 
priety of adopting local option. Wbnt a 
growing and popular question this is becom¬ 
ing in tbe South. It should receive the 
hearty ^upoort and advocacy of all lovers of 
good morals and happy and prosperous 
homes. Local option prevails in Elkton, 
and since its inauguration tbo successful 
business men of the town and community 
with one voice proclaim that business, in¬ 
stead of falling off, has greatly increased.

DEATH Of JUDGE IF. H. PAYNE. 

A Res lew of an Eminent Cill«n‘i Life and 
Labor*. 

The anuouoceineut of the death of Judge 
William H. Payne, which occurred at his 
residence in Bowling Green Tuesday night at 
9 o’clock, will be read with genuine sorrow 
throughout the entire State. He was widely 
known, and few men wero more truly or 
more universally beloved than bo. He was 
a Virginian by birth, having been bora in 
Fairfax county, August 1817. When 
quite voung he removod with his parents to 
Warren county, where he has since lived. In 
every walk of life he was always generous 
aud upright, and pos>essetJl the unbounded 
confidence of all. He graduated in law in 
the Transylvania University in 1810, and 
has practiced bis profession ever since. He 
served hi* people us Circuit Judge foV throe 
terms, and represented them iu the State 
Legislature. At the last August election he 
received almost the unanimous vote ol his 
county in the election for Representative, 
but his declining health prevented his taking 
tne sent. 

J udge Payne was an able lawyer, a just 
Judge uiid a pure, valuable citizen. He was 
successful in business, aud leaves a handsome 
fortuno. He passe^d a positivo character 
and limitless physical energy, which resisted 
the attacks ot consumption for years. His 
funeral will take place from the First Pres¬ 
byterian church, in Bowling Green, this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock.

PEACHES AND CREAM. 

—I 

Groironi Report that the Fruit of All Eiads, Es¬ 
pecially Poach cr, Has Been Killed 
AU Over the State. 


THE TREES BADLY INJURED. 


Tho extrome cold weather of the past win¬ 
ter and the early part of the present mouth 
has proved fatal to tho fruit crop expected 
this year. From all porta of the country 
the most discouraging report* bavo been re¬ 
ceived, and fruit-growers and handlers may 
as well make up their minds to bo resigned. 

A number of farmers who were in th© city 
from different parts of tho 8tate yesterday 
were interviewed by a Courier-Journal 
reporter. Tueir answers wore quit© uni¬ 
form and all equally discouraging. 

UARDLV COUNTY. 

Mr. T. L. Stiles, of Hardin county, said: 

“As far a* can be told, all the fruit in our 
section ha* been killed. This is certainly the 
caso with peaches nnd apples, and. I think, 
with other fruits. The excessively cold 
w eathor has also killed a great many peach 
trees.” 

nEXHY COUNTY. 

Mr. N. P. Chilton, of Henry county, was 
the noxt on© soon. He said: 

“All kinds of fruit have lieen killed in our 
county. Peaches, apple*, pears, cherries and 
plums have suffered alike. 1 don’t think this 
w as don© by the excessive cold of th© winter, 
but attribute it to the ice and sleet we had a 
short while ago. I have examined a great 
many trees, and all tho fruit buds are 
dead.” 

OWEN COUNTY. 

Mr. M. T. m Coates, of Owen county, had 
the same melancholy recital to make. 

“AH the fruit is killed so faros l can see,” 
bo said. “My neighbors make the same 
reports, and wo expect no yield of auv sort 
from our orchards this year. Peach trees 
aro generally killed, tbo limbs being dead 
and withered.” 

Mr. W. M. Perry, of the same county, 
said: “We will have no fruit of any sort, 
so far as I can see. All the apple nnd peach 
trees are injured, the small branches being 
killed, with but few exceptions.”, 

HART COUNTY. 

Mr. H. C. Parriib. one of the largest 
farmers in Hart county, thought but little, 
if any, fruit would be grown in that sec¬ 
tion. 

“All the peaches are killed,” he observed, 
“and «o are all the early apples. We may 
have a few plums and pears, but theso have 
beeu badly damaged. Peach-trees are very 
hmlly injured, and *o ore young apple-tree*. 
We may possibly have a little fruit, but it 
will not aoiouut to enough to take into con¬ 
sideration.” 

SHELtlY COUNTY. 

Mr. J. W. Black, of Shelby, told the same 
tale. He said: 

“The peach-trees are nearly all killed, and 
we don’t expect a bloom. F.arly apple* have 
been killed, aud the tree* are very Iwdly in¬ 
jured We expect a fair crop of plums and 
pairs.” 

MONROE COUNTY. 

Mr. F. N. Button, of Monroe said: 

“All the peaches are killed, and so are tho 
early apples. Late apples, which do not 
bloom so early, nr© not so badlv injured, 
aud there may be a fair crop of the full and 
winter kinds. Plums, raspberries, straw¬ 
berries. cberrios aud other small fruits are 
ruined beyond a doubt. I don’t think we 
can expect much in tho way of fruit this 
year. Peach trees are generally killed, and 
other kiuds are badly injured.” 

GRAYbON COUNTY. 

Mr. J. Armstrong, of Grayson county, 
reported that they bad fared as badly as 
elsewhere. 

“All the peaches are killed,” he said “I 
don’t know* so much about other hurt* of 
fruit, but I think they have suffered also. 1 
have heard tho apples uro ull dead, except 
the w inter kinds. The poach trees are killed 
and other kinds badly injured. Nearly all 
the email limbs are dead.” 

DAVIKiS COUNTY; 

Mr. J. H. FislMrT, a farmer from near 
Owensboro, said that they had nothing at all 
eucuuragiug to report. 

“I have scene good many peach growers,” 
he said, “aud all sty that the fruit is entirely 
killed. In fact, I have been told that they 
could well afford to pay $1 apiece for blooms, 
ns there will be none at all. Tho trees aro 
killed or badly injured, and cn those that are 
alive the twigs atuismall.branches are dead. 
Other sorts oi fruiihavo suffered, especially 
the smaller kinds. Wo don’t expoct any 
thing from our orchards this year.” 

OLDHAM COUNTY. 

Mr. John Smith, of Oldham, was tho dolo- 
fuleat man of the D{. 

“Our fruit is all killed,” ho said lugubri¬ 
ously, “and so Is everything else that ice 
and snow could gfff at. Peaches, apples, 
pears, *tiawborriei raspberries, dewberries 
ond blttckbernert all suffered alike. Trees 
nud everything elsa are dead and dying. 
Lots of our stock lave died, and there’s but 
little left: to feed the balance on. We are 
waiting for spring to hurry up, but she’ll 
come about four months too late this year. ” 

Reports from tbs remainder of tho’ fcitate 
and Indiana are equally unfavorable.

Tnken off tlio f«*et nt 
night, ther are thrown aside and in the morning 
when put on they arc exactly iu the same condi¬ 
tion.^' foot cold and damp ali day.- 

With good oak tanned leather it is different. The 
upper i« soft and pliable, and will turn tho water 
every time, absorbiofc none of It. and will keep 
tho feet warm and comfortable. Oak leather 
will wear better, preaerves the same appearance, 
will retain iLs color and is more easily cleaueJ 
and handled than the hemlock, which Invariably 
beeoiuef *uff aud unpliable with wear, lose* it* 
brilliancy of appeoraoco, aud is incapable of re¬ 
sisting tne Influences of water. The head and 
feet are the great regulators c f health, and any 
one who whuies io keep his feet dry and warm 
should sec that hl*t »hi-ei are made of oak tanned 
leather. The cost of the oak i-j a little greater, 
but the difference in prico is ouutpcns.tted for by 
the superiority tn quality nnd durability. The 
shoe and hniuess trad»« of the Southwest B re¬ 
commended by tlm u am ot the <»ak leal her.”
